‘Bankrupt policy ’ 
debate cancelled 
at Liberal talks 


TORONTO (CP) - The Lib¬ 
eral party abruptly cancelled 
a debate Saturday between 
two vocal critics of the Tru¬ 
deau government who were to 
speak to delegatee at the 
party’s national policy confer¬ 
ence. 

Conference officials told the 
CBC it would not allow Paul 
Hellyer, former liberal cabi¬ 
net minister, and economist 
Melville Watkins to tell dele¬ 
gates why they think the Lib¬ 
eral party is bankrupt of poli¬ 
cy ideas. 

The CBC had earlier circu¬ 
lated a notice among the 500 
delegates to the four-day 
meeting at a hotel here, invit¬ 
ing them to challenge Hellyer 
and Watkins. 

The confrontation wks to be 
taped and broadcast on the 
Sunday-morning CBC radio 
current affairs program. 

A CBC official said he was 
told to cancel the debate be¬ 
cause it would “disrupt the 
train of thought” among the 
delegates. 

Some Liberals showed up at 
the meeting room where the 


Hellyer-Watkins event was to 
take place but party officials 
were there to turn them 
away. 

Hellyer, who Is attending 
the conference as a Toronto 
columnist for The Sun, said 
the Liberals cancelled the de¬ 
bate “because they realize 
they have no policy and they 
don’t want anybody rubbing 
their noses in it” 

Later, conference organizer 
James Peterson said the Lib¬ 
erals decided to cancel the 
debate because they decided 
“we are not here to debate 
the record erf the govern¬ 
ment.” 

“This is a policy event, not 
a political event,” Peterson 
said in an interview. 

The party knows it is not 
perfect, he said, and it rea¬ 
lized it “was not going to 
have the answers” to the type 
of questions raised in such a 
debate. 

Peterson said he hoped 
some of the directions the 
party might take would 
emerge Sunday when dele¬ 
gates would attempt to sort 
out conference discussions. 


Rebels threaten 
to poison 
Uganda exports 


TORONTO (CP) - Prime 
Minister Trudeau said Satur¬ 
day that the real threat to na¬ 
tional unity was not Quebec 
separatism but regional bick¬ 
ering among Canadians. 

He listed 19 areas of “polar¬ 
ization,” from regional eco¬ 
nomic disparities to the con¬ 
flict between men and 
women, which, he said, have 
“left the country pretty badly 
divided.” 

“Groups divided by self-in¬ 
terest are the real threat to 
national unity,” Trudeau said 
in a 45<-minute speech to about 
800 Liberals at a four-day 
party policy conference. 

“It is the failure to compro¬ 
mise that makes not only the 
art of government but makes 
the survival of a united 
country difficult,” he said. 

He painted a gloomy picture 
of Canadians divided and feud¬ 
ing over economic and social 
issues but said there were 
“suddenly in the past week, 
at this very meeting” the first 
concrete indications that div¬ 
isions over the economy 
were beginning to break 
down. 

Trudeau was referring to 
the tentative agreement by 
business ahd labor leaders in 
Ottawa last week to put aside 
their differences and accept 
some form of voluntary re¬ 
straint after compulsory w age 
and.-price controls were re¬ 
moved. 

At the poiicy sessions earli¬ 
er Saturday, William Mahon¬ 
ey, retiring national director 
of the United Steel Workers of 
America, drew a standing 
ovation from the Liberals by 
pledging labor’s co-operation 
to help solve the country’s 
economic problems. 

Trudeau, who sat through 
many of the debates among 
the 500 liberals accredited as 
delegates to the meeting, said 
he made a list from the dis¬ 
cussions of 19 areas in which 
Canadians are divided. 

These included feuds be¬ 
tween labor and management, 
the rich and the poor, Ottawa 
and the provinces, the central 
government and both the west 
and the east, the young and 
the old, natives and whites 
and men and women. 

Trudeau said-he did not in¬ 


clude friction between English 
and French-speaking Canadi¬ 
ans and the rise of Quebec 
separatism in the list. 

The other polarizations 
were the real threat, he said. 

In themselves, they are 
nothing new. Canadians have 
had to confront such problems 
since Confederation “but what 
is new and different is the 
breadth and depth of these 
differences,” Trudeau said. 


Trudeau said he detected “a 
certain amount of joy” among 
toe Liberals “because it comes 
from the feeling that every 
crisis is an opportunity.” 

“Take the crisis of separa¬ 
tism-,” he said. “We’ve been 
saying in Quebec that this is a 
great opportunity to choose — 
perhaps to be separate but 
hopefully to be part of Cana¬ 
da.” 

' Trudeau said other Canadi¬ 


ans faced the same opportuni¬ 
ty to make a choice in solving 
the problems that divide 
them. 

He said the conference had 
given him a sense that “thou¬ 
sands, perhaps tens of thou¬ 
sands of Canadians are saying 
“I want to be part of that 
choice.” 

He said the country had ar¬ 
rived at a crossroads in its

NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) — 
Ugandan President Idi Amin 
has accused the U.S. Central 
Intelligence Agency of using 
Christian denominations as a 
cover for subversion and said 
he would ban all foreign aid 
to churches in his country. 

“Imperialist agents and the 
CIA are using the church as a 
weapon for subversive activi¬ 
ties and assassinations.” 
Uganda radio quoted Amin as 
saying Saturday. 

The broadcast, monitored 
here, said Amin told church 
leaders not to get involved in 
politics because they would 
lose credibility. 

Amin has often accused 
agents, and it was not clear 
whether the scores of British 
and American missionaries in 
the country would be affected 
by Amin’s latest statement. 

“Uganda is a rich state.” 
Amin said. “And there is no 
reason why religious denomi¬ 
nations should beg from poor 
Europeans and Americans, to 
whom Uganda is in a position 
to give financial aid.” 

Christian leaders in Africa 


have accused Amin. a 
member of Uganda’s Moslem 
minority, of murdering large 
numbers of Christians in his 
east African country. 

The allegations followed the 
death last month of Anglican 
Archbishop Janani Luwum. 
who Amin said died in a.car 
accident shortly after fceing 
arrested for subversion. 

Unofficial reports, which 
could not be confirmed, said 
Luwum *ras murdered by 
Amin’s agents. 

Meanwtoile, a group calling 
itself the Ugandan People’s 
Passive Resistance Front sent 
letters to journalists in Nairo¬ 
bi threatening to poison Ugan¬ 
da’s coffee and tea exports in 
an effort to topple Amin. 

“We ask the world not to 
touch Ugandan goods or else 
face the consequences,” the 
statement saifL 

The letters, mailed from the 
Ugandan capital of Kampala, 
contend revenue from the sale 
of Ugandan tea and coffee “is 
being used to buy arms for 
genocidal practices.”

The PNA has accused Bhut¬ 
to of rigging the March 7 
elections to give his PPP a 
landslide victory of 155 out erf 
the 200 seats. The alliance has 
demanded new elections. 

The PNA’s call for a gener¬ 
al strike — the third in a 
month, paralysed most major 
cities in Pakistan.

NEW DELHI (AP) - 
Prime Minister Morarji Desai 
tormed a new government 
Saturday despite a boycott by 
four of his allies in the move¬ 
ment that defeated former 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 
at the polls. 

Desai. 81, leader of the Jan¬ 
ata (Peoples') party, distrib¬ 
uted portfolios to *14 cabinet 
ministers! sworn in earlier in 
the day but kept • four posts 
vacant In hopes that the dis¬ 
sidents might be persuaded to 
join the government. 

Among posts left vacant 
was the defence ministry, 
which sources said was • of¬ 
fered to Jagjivan Rani, De¬ 
sai’s defeated rival for the 
prime ministership and leader 
of the country’s 85- million un¬ 
touchables. 

Late Friday, a government 
s|»kesman said Ram, 68, a 
former agriculture minister 
and head of the Congress for 
Democracy party, had accept¬ 
ed a cabinet position. But on 
Saturday, Ram, his close po¬ 


litical ally H. N. Bahuguna 
and Socialists George Fer¬ 
nandes and Raj Narain re¬ 
fused to take their oaths. 

Narain, who defeated Mrs- 
Gandhi in her parliamentary 
constituency, later said he 
would take his 1 oath Monday. 
But Fernandes told support¬ 
ers he would not serve in the 
government because he pre¬ 
ferred to expose social exploi¬ 
tation and corruption as an 
outsider.

In large amounts cyandie 
is quick acting, but the 
amount from a few' apple 
seeds would be small indeed 
and would not affect you. 
;• however, even small doses of 
cyanide can cause vomiting, 
diarrhea, dizziness 1 , headache 
and mental confusion. 

You • have survived the 
apple seeds with no apparent

The 
group is expected to live off 
the land around its primitive 
thatched hut at a secret loca¬ 
tion in the countryside, start¬ 
ing April 1. 

A camera crew will chroni¬ 
cle the results for a series of 
programs designed to present 
“living archeeology.” 

The group has been prepar¬ 
ing for its year since De¬ 
cember, leaminA ancient 
crafts such as pottery, weav¬ 
ing and wood carving. They 
wiH l>e paid the equivalent of 
$34 a week.

In additibn, he suggested 
the country would benefit 
from "cable federalism" — 
devoting one cross-country 
cable television channel to 
events that reflect “the na¬ 
tional purpose:’’

Rebel soldiers are driven away after surrendering in Bangkok 



BANGKOK (AP) — The 
five-month-old Thai govern¬ 
ment fended off a coup at¬ 
tempt by a far-right former 
general Saturday and an¬ 
nounced that the ringleaders 
were being deported. One gov¬ 
ernment general and his aide 
were killed in the short-lived 
rebellion. 

Hie military-backed conser¬ 
vative government, which 
seized power in a coup last 
October, imposed a one-night 


9 pr.m. to 4 a.m. curfew in 
Bangkok. 

But Prime Minister Tanin 
Kraivixien said in a country¬ 
wide television address: "The 
country has returned to nor¬ 
mal. People should go about 
with their work.” 

Tanks guarded key govern¬ 
ment and military buildings 
and the palace of King Bhu- 
mipol Adulyadej, but the city 
was jammed with its usual 
traffic and shoppers.

Congo president killed 
by his own bodyguard 


YAOUNDE, Cameroun 
(AP) — President Marien 
Ngouabi of the Congo Repub¬ 
lic disarmed four’Would-be as¬ 
sassins but then was shot and 
killed by one of his own body¬ 
guards, the Congo’s Radio 
Brazzaville said Saturday. 

Four bodyguards and two 
other men were executed Sat¬ 
urday for their alleged in¬ 
volvement in the killings of 
Ngouabi and the Congo Re¬ 
public’s Roman Catholic arch¬ 
bishop, the broadcast said. 

It said one of the guards 
shot Ngouabi "at point-blank 
range” when he saw that the 
March 18 assassination plan 
at the presidential palace was 
failing. 

The broadcast claimed that 
the president’s guards let a 
four-man commando squad 
into the palace, but it did not 
say how Ngouabi managed to

MOSCOW - The Soviet 
press Saturday pointedly cor¬ 
rected U.S. President Carter’s 
hopeful interpretation of what 
Communist Party chief Leon¬ 
id Brezhnev said about human 
rights efforts interfering in in¬ 
ternal affairs. 

The Kremlin mouthpieces 
also took a neutral-to-nega- 
tive view of the strategic 
arms proposals which Carter 
said State Secretary Cyrus 
Vance would put forward dur¬ 
ing his face-to-face meeting 
with Soviet leaders here. 

Every main Soviet news¬ 
paper carried a Tass account 
of' Carter’s Thursday news 
conference on Saturday, one 
day late. The delay presum¬ 
ably was to decide how to 
play the event, what to men¬ 
tion and what to omit. 

Totally ignored was 
Carter’s first preference for a 
strategic arms deal — "sub¬ 
stantial” cuts in the nuclear 
arsenal of both sides — while 
Tass again criticized Carter’s 
“fall back” position as a re¬ 
treat from the Soviet- 
American accord signed in 
Vladivostok uv 1374 , • ^ 

The president argued that 
arms control and human 
rights were not linked, that he 
could negotiate on arms while 
criticizing the Kremlin on 
rights violations and that the 
criticism was not interference 
in Soviet internal affairs. 

"Mr. Brezhnev has not said 
that he is concerned about my 
campaign on human rights,” 
Carter said Thursday. "What 
he said is that he objects to 
any intrusion into the internal 
affairs of the Soviet Union.” 

"President Carter,” Tass 
said, "again repeated his ver¬ 
sion of human rights that 
means, in effect, an attempt 
by the United States to inter¬ 
fere in the internal affairs of 
Other states, including the So¬ 
viet Union. 

"Since the U.S. president 
tried to interpret in his own 
manner the Soviet Union’s po¬ 


sition in this question, it 
should be recalled once again 
that this position was clearly 
and firmly stated by Leoniz 
Brezhnev at the trade union 
congress (Monday): "We will 
not tolerate any Interference 
in our internal affaire from 
anyone and under any pre¬ 
text.” 

The day before Carter 
spoke: Izvestia carried an au¬ 
thoritative commentary which 
said that while human rights 
and strategic arms were for¬ 
mally different questions, 
"formal logic is not always 
sufficient in analyzing politi¬ 
cal problems.” 

"Attempts to Interfere in 
the internal affairs of the So¬ 
viet Union — and this is the 
clear implication of the talk 
about human rights — cannot 
but tell on the general politi¬ 
cal atmosphere in which cer¬ 
tain questions are being dis¬ 
cussed,” it said.

*T1HE OFFICIAL STAND taken by the U.S. House of 
Representatives last week against Canadian 
government policy on seal killing has upset Dr. Arthur 
May. assistant deputy minister of fisheries at Ottawa 
who calls it incredible. 

He says “Congress has put a pile of 
misinformation on its record’’ in the passage of a 
resolution asking that the bludgeon-killing of newborn 
seals be stopped. 

Dr. May says Leo Ryan, a California Democrat 
who is the sponsor of the resolution, “doesn’t know 
what he is talking about,” and, “How does a guy from 
California know about the seal hunt off 
Newfoundland?” He accuses Mr. Ryan of listening 
only to opponents of the hunt and not checking with his 
department on why it is allowed to continue. He says 
statements made in support of the resolution are 
“almost fbtally efronfeous in terms of facts.” 

So what statements were made? 

One is that this year s kill quota is allowing 
hunters to take up to 90 per cent of the seal pup 
population and “it is predicted that the annual hunt 
eventually will destroy the harp seal herds.” 

Another is that the killing by beating with a 
hardwood club, or one that has a spike at one end to 
pierce the skull of the animal, is “a cruel practice.” 

On the first, the federal Department of Fisheries 
and the Environment admits in a recent publication 
on the seal hunt that it hasn’t been possible to make a 
close estimate of the numbers of harp and hooded 
seals in existence off the Atlantic coast. With the harp 
species, attempts are made (the first was in 1950) to 


make accurate counts from aerial surveys but, “As 
with all surveys, there are attendant problems. 

Without going into them, the failure of the census¬ 
taking is clear: “.. . while we are able to photograph 
large seal concentrations, it is difficult to interpret the 
meaning of the photographs in relation to population 
size.” 

A further statement is made that: “If it is difficult 
to do a total count of harps, it is considerably more 
difficult to accomplish this for hoods (hooded seals)” 
because they are more scattered on the whelping 
grounds, their births extend over a greater period, and 
the young “bluebacks” enter the water within a few 
days of being born 

“Thus,” the department publication says, “only 
rough visual estimates can be made and these are 
more useful in considering relationships among 
populations than in accurately calculating population 
size.” 

And Dr. May says the sponsor of the House of 
Representatives resolution doesn’t know what he is 
talking about. Does anyone? 

The assistant deputy is standing on a shaky leg. 
too, if he attempts to defend the method of killing as 
being humane. In describing it as a cruel practice, the 
resolution expresses the feeling of most Canadians and 
right-thinking people everywhere who. already 
sickened, can only be made to feel worse by the lack of 
concern among our elected representatives who, if 
they had a mind to, could put a stop to the barbaric 
bashing.

F ROM WHAT HAS BEEN SAID so far about 
saccharin causing cancer, the federal health 
department certainly would seem to be overly 
protective in the decision to ban the sale of the 
artificial sweetener and any products in which it is an 
ingredient. 

No evidence has been revealed to link the two as 
far as human beings are concerned. We are told only 
that when female rats are fed huge amounts of the 
substance their male offspring develop bladder stones 
and tumors. 

It is readily admitted that the amounts of 
saccharin used by humans in place of sugar are far 
less, proportionally, than what was administered in 
the rat research. To match it, for instance, a person 
would have to swallow 60 gallons of diet soft drink a 
day which, of course, is impossible. It would either by 
a case of drowning or explosion long before the last 
bottle was opened. 

As a result, there is a great deal of ridicule in 
reaction to the ban with some coming from 
government backbenches in the House of Commons as 
reported the other day from Ottawa. 

Health Minister Marc Lalonde was asked by 
Simma Holt, the Vancouver Kingsway Liberal MP, 
whether he also planned to ban “chocolate, ice cream, 
cheese, liver, milk, eggs, coconut, sugar, salt and all 
other products that produce high cholesterol and heart 
disease in humans, even though we are not sure if it is 
safe for rats?” 


There was more. Former cabinet minister Herb 
Gray asked whether tobacco would be banned and, if 
not, why not when studies have proved it hurts human 
health? 

There's alcohol too, but to clamp down on the sales 
of such items is farthest from government thinking. 
Apart from the revenue loss aspect, it knows there 
would be so much opposition from the people that any 
law against tobacco or alcohol use couldn’t be made to 
stick. 

It is all very well to be on the safe side when it 
comes to public health (in other areas) but, as a 
Winnipeg Free Press editorial states: “It is extremely 
difficult for the man or woman in the street — 
especially those who use diet foods — to understand 
the thinking of the Ottawa panjandrums. On the basis 
of logic, if Ottawa is so hell bent on saving human 
Jives, the government should immediately ban the use 
of all motor vehicles. They take thousands of lives a 
year and saccharin has yet to take one. ” 

Health Minister Lalonde is still insisting that the 
saccharin-cancer danger for humans is “indeed very 
real” and he says he will have more to say on the 
subject at future meetings of the House of Commons 
health committee. 

Hopefully it will come soon and either there will 
be greater justification for the banning or an 
announcement that further research will be 
undertaken.

Although the consumption of 
beef has gone down a bit during 
the past few months, it is still a 
world record at around 300 
pounds per head a year. And 
beef is not the only thing 
available in Argentina, where 
there are only 25 million people 
in a rich land almost as big as 
Western Europe. 

Argentina has one of the 
world’s largest herds of cattle, 
a huge area devoted to growing 
excellent grain, as well as 
producing top quality and 
varied fruits and vegetables, 
which grow almost without ef¬ 
fort.

You might think that the 
Argentine people would be one 
of the happiest on earth with all 
this going for them. But neither 
in their eating habits, nor in 
their politics, has this proved 
to be the case.

Argentina is now in a state of 
chronic civil war. with left- 
wing guerrillas murdering the 
heads of multinational com¬ 
panies, and army and police 
chiefs whose behavior, they 
suggest, is contrary to the in¬ 
terests of the nation. The army 
and police, in return, carry out 
particularly nasty revenge 
against any guerrillas they 
happen to get hold of. 

But those who know their 
Argentina, will also know that 
this state of affairs has virtual¬ 
ly always existed, in one form

or another, and it is likely to 
continue for a long time to 
come. 

The typical Argentine is a 
man of little culture, and food 
for him is the motive power of 
life. He eats, then starts think¬ 
ing and dreaming about food ail 
over again. The day usually 
starts, pretty late if at all pos¬ 
sible. with a fairly normal 
breakfast, that is to say, a cou¬ 
ple of cups of coffee and a few 
rolls, or croisants, maybe some 
ham and cheese, maybe an 
omelette. 

★ ★ ★ 

But as soon as lunch can 
decently be thought of, the real 
business of the day gets under 
way Any meal in Argentina is 
centred round a huge steak, 
probably weighing as much as 
two pounds, the sort of thing 
rarely seen on Europe’s tables 

This is usually served with a 
large and delicious salad, or 
maybe with chips and a plate of 
succulent vegetables. But 
before this monster arrives, 
the main dish will have been 
preceded with a massive pizza, 
and there are no pizzas in the 
world like those of Buenos 
Aires, or maybe a piece of fish, 
or an omelette, if the fellow is 
worrying about his waistline 

The steak will be accom¬ 
panied by a whole series of 
other pieces of meat, through a 
range of the most delicious 
sausages, of a size and flavor 
which have not been seen on 
the other side of the Atlantic 
for decades. Then also a piece 
of liver, heart, a few kidneys, 
some toasted intestines. 


After this, the next course 
will probably be based round 
some cheese, or maybe a 
delicious fruit. All through the 
meal, wine will flow copiously, 
as Argentina is the home of 
several delicious reds. 

Lunch once over, one might 
think that the typical Argentine 
would be defeated for the day. 
But not at all. His huge bloated 
stomach pointing to the sky has 
its own routine and demands, 
which have to be met. 

About three hours after 
finishing lunch, the typical 
Argentine is settling down once 
again, either at home, or in one 
of the innumerable bars, 
restaurants and cafes which 
cater for him. this time to a 
snack of a few slices of 
delicious ham, accompanied by 
cheese, and may be some salad 
stuff 

★ ★ ir 

This is just to keep the pangs 
at bay until dinner time comes 
around, and at about eight or 
nine o’clock, the lunch-time 
ritual will begin again. If the 
fellow is still awake at about 
midnight, which will certainly 
be the case in fun-loving 
Buenos Aires, there will be a 
repetition of the cheese and 
ham of the afternoon, or maybe 
a visit to a pizzeria, hundreds 
of which stay open all night 
The only consolation to the 
hungry of the rest of the world 
is that the Argentines are at 
the top of the league of people 
dying of heart attacks and 
other complaints brought about 
by over-indulgence 
They are also among the 


world's largest-sized people, 
and there is hardly a more, 
depressing sight than a mas¬ 
sive Argentine woman, stalk¬ 
ing along the street, an im¬ 
mense paunch preceding her, 
encased in a smart suede suit, 
or fur coat

As soon as an Argentine girl 
manages to hook her man. she 
lets herself go, and starts on 
the irresistible course of self- 
indulgence

The Falklands 

Islanders grow angry 


Anger is mounting in the 
Falklands in the South Atlantic 
at recent moves by Argentina 
to gain control of the future of 
the remote British islands and 
their 1.900 inhabitants. The 
Falklanders have constantly 
proclaimed their wish to stay 
British. 

The islanders in Port 
Stanley, the village capital of 
this colony, 300 miles off the 
coast of Argentine Patagonia, 
are just beginning to learn of 
the bid by Argentine business¬ 
men to take over the Falkland 
Islands Company, the trading 
firm which owns half the land 
in the colony and on which 
about half the population de¬ 
pends for its livelihood. 

★ ★ ★ 

The Falklanders. reassured 
by the visit here last month of 
Ted Rowlands, the minister of 
state at the foreign and com¬ 
monwealth office, and by the 
pledges given in recent weeks 
by British Foreign Minister 
David Owen that they would 
not be sold out to Argentina, 
have been thrown off balance 
by the takeover report filtering 
through from London and 
Buenos Aires. Now their 
rawest nerve has been touched 
and they are preparing to 
riposte In Stanley’s four public 
bars, the Globe, the Rose, the 
Victory and the Upland Goose, 
the bids are becoming the main 
topic of conversation 

News travels slowly to this 
isolated territory. A flight 
every Thursday from Argen¬ 
tina is the only frequent and 
regular physical connection 
with the outside world and with 
luck the Argentina Air Force 
plane which does the trip 
brings the mail and week-old 
newspapers from Britain. 
Otherwise the islanders have to 
rely on the crackly news broad- 
casts from the BBC and the

limited local radio service run 
by the colonial government 

Despite the mounting reports 
in the British and Argentine 
press the government station 
here has made no reference to 
the takeover bid in its news 
round-up. Nevertheless, the 
reports that two Argentine 
finance groups, one reputedly 
backed by the Argentine 
military government, are bid¬ 
ding for the Falkland Islands 
Company through Sir James 
Goldsmith’s Banque Occiden- 
tale in Paris are finally 
spreading around Port 
Stanley. 

Recently reports were suf¬ 
ficiently widespread for the 
Falkland Islands Committee, a 
pressure group committed to 
resisting the Argentine claim 
to sovereignty over ‘the ter¬ 
ritory, to call an emergency 
meeting and seek urgent talks 
with the governor, Jim Parker. 
★ ★ ★ 

The committee fears that the 
FIC with its extensive sheep- 
raising and trading operations, 
which is now owned bv Char- 
ringtons Industrial Holdings, a 
former British coal merchant 
turned conglomerate, will 
eventually be sold off 

Falklanders also tear that 
the British companies with 
business interests in South 
America are pressing the 
Argentine case in London 
Lloyd's Bank, which has a 
network of branches in Argen¬ 
tina and other neighboring 
countries, has, according to 
committee members, privately 
expressed a wish tor the 
islanders to come to terms 
with Argentine demands. The 
committee is mobilizing its 


scanty resources here and in 
London to resist any such 
move. 

The reported bid of $17 mil¬ 
lion for the company is away in 
excess of any previous valua¬ 
tion of the business and many 
Falklanders fear that state¬ 
ments from Charrington’s in 
London that the conglomerate 
is not selling to anyone “at the 
moment” and is watching the 
progress of talks between Bri¬ 
tain and Argentina on the 
islands’ future is merely a 
cover for more financial 
manoeuvring. 

★ ★ ★ 

Although few islanders im¬ 
agine that Whitehall would al¬ 
low the FIC to be sold to Argen¬ 
tina now, many are apprehen¬ 
sive about the future. Some 
confidently dismiss the bid as 
just another incident in Argen¬ 
tina's propaganda war 

Neil Watson, the blond young 
chairman of the committee and 
an office worker in Port 
Stanley, who is leading the bat¬ 
tle, said that any Argentine 
take-over would bring about an 
exodus of Falklanders from 
the islands. On his 50,000-acre 
sheep farm at Salvador on the 
darkly beautiful treeless moors 
of East Falkland, Robin 
Pitaluga, whose family has 
been prominent in the 
Falklands,since the 1830s. con- 
tirmed that many families 
would pull out rather than 
tolerate any Argentine in¬ 
fringement. 

Paradoxically, any big new 
emigration of the islanders 
would play into the hands of the 
Buenos Aires government, 
which would be only too happy 
to see the island becoming un- 
viable for lack of labor and thus 
losing any chance they had of 
attracting new capital to 
develop themselves. 
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ALAN EMERY, president of the Victoria Chamber of 
Commerce, has asked his members, via questionnaire, their 
opinions re the feasibility of a government-operated gambl¬ 
ing casino here in sleepy little ol’ Victoria by the sea. 

Not being a member of the chamber, I will not be of¬ 
ficially polled, but being a citizen of the area, 1 will throw in 
my offering because such an enterprise would affect me 
every bit as much as any chamber member. 

As I read it, this would be a one-shot deal — one big 
casino, not a plethora pf honkytonk-type, neon-lit dives the 
likes of which deface the scenes and offend the senses in Las 
Vegas and Reno. On this point, I’m on Emery’d side. 

THE CHAMBER PRESIDENT noted that busload after 
busload of Victorians (and Lower Mainlanders) make the 
trek to Reno and Las Vegas every month of the year.'The ob¬ 
vious and only conclusion is that they do so for gambling pur¬ 
poses, because nobody in his or her right mind would want to 
spend an ordinary vacation in either Nevada spot. They both 
possess roughly the same holiday attractions as Wilkie, 
Sask., or The Pas, Man. 

Personally, I can think of nothing more boring than 
spending long hours before the slot machines, or sitting 
through interminable hands of blackjack, or being 
mesmerized by the spinning roulette wheel. Masochistic is 
the closest definition. 

THERE IS A DIFFERENCE in buying lottery tickets. 
You buy one, check the results a few weeks later. Casino 
gambling is different It’s cold, calculating, morbid, depress¬ 
ing and urgent. The odds in Vegas are better than the odds on 
Loto Canada, but you can lose it a lot faster in Nevada. They 
make it easier with the shows, the booze, the broads. But you 
still lose 

Nobody ever wins? Certainly some win, but not over the 
long haul I remember a*ig 

made Ihe junket to Nevada every weekend. Boasted of his 
seeming skill with the dice and came back every Monday a 
grand or two richer. 

Then one Monday morning his secretary in Calgary 
received a phone call from him — said he was staying in 
Vegas for a few more days. He made it home by the end of 
the week — a $320,000 loser. 

HE HAD ASSETS, but no ready cash. He had to auction 
off his huge cattle holdings in order to pay the Nevada pipe. I 
know of a big Canadian restaurant owner who dropped 
$50,000 one weekend in Vegas and he’s considered a “good” 
gambler. Stick around long enough or go back to the well 
enough, times, they’ll get you. 

Enough of the what-it-can-do-to-you angle. What could it 
do for you as a resident of Victoria? 

All right, one big casino, like they have in Monte Carlo. 
There is no question that it would turn into a financial 
bonanza for the operators — the operators being the govern¬ 
ment of Victoria or the government of British Columbia. 

IT COULD NOT be owned any other way. Private 
ownership would automatically bring the Mafia running, fist¬ 
fuls of dirty money being thrown in all directions. 

Government, mind you, would have to hire the best pos¬ 
sible operators and those operators would, of necessity, be 
recruited from the joints in Nevada or even from Monte 
Carlo. 

The busloads of people would be converging on Victoria, 
not leaving for southern ports of call. The money would re¬ 
main in Canada, not dribble away to the United States. The 
easing of the tax burden would be readily noticeable in a 
relatively short period of time. 

The old Crystal Pool might suffice, although it might 
prove too small. 

ONE OTHER MAJOR POINT to consider. If Victoria 
was successful in obtaining lawful licence for such an opera¬ 
tion, do you really think the rest of British Columbia — es¬ 
pecially Vancouver—would sit idly by and watch all the 
profits accrue to Victoria? They would waste little time 
making pitches for gambling dens of their own, and the 
authorities in charge of such licensing would have the very 
devil of a time refusing one after*giving the green light to a 
Victoria operation. 

And once those doors are opened, it will be difficult to 
close them. 

THE PRESSURES would be severe and endless. There 
would be lobbying done to open up more than one casino in 
Victoria and there would be lobbying for private-interest 
gambling clubs. 

It becomes a case of weighing the extra income against 
what would surely be a cancerous-like spread of the gambl¬ 
ing disease in all of British Columbia. 

Frankly, I think the cons outweigh the pros in this ques¬ 
tion. It would not really serve the best interests of our city 
and I also think the whole thing is academic anyway — I 
doubt the provincial government would touch such an ap¬ 
plication with a ten-foot pole. 

Besides, would you want Victoria known as Las Vegas 
North?.

The second session of the 31st legislature is teetering on 
the brink of a classic confrontation which, if it wasn’t so sil¬ 
ly, would be funny. There is a difference between silly and 

funny. 

When the New Democratic Party was in power, im¬ 
mediate and long-overdue reforms were made to the rules of 
the house. Among them was the introduction of a full Han¬ 
sard and the question period. And among them, after a lot of 
discussion, were time limits on speakers and an over-all time 
limit on the debate on government spending. 

That last time limit was set at 135 hours of 45 sittings of 
the house. 

In 1975, Social Credit, then in Opposition, started a chal¬ 
lenge on the 135-hour time limit. The NDP government dug in 
with its counter-claims that 135 hours or 45 sittings was more 
than adequate time to debate the spending of all government 
departments. 

The argument gave the Socreds a slogan and a cause, and 
“not a dime without debate” became the rallying cry to the 
troops. It was a rallying cry which saw Bill Bennett and Don 
Phillips tossed out of the legislature one day as part 0 1 a 
carefully-staged scenario. 

Carefully staged because within minutes of being ejected 
they were boarding an aircraft in the Inner Harbor and 
heading for a “spontaneous rally” in Vancouver. News 
reports told us later that 2,000 “spontaneous people” were on 
hand to hear the evangelical message that the horrible, 
brutal socialists were stifling debate. 

In this space at that time I wrote that while the battle- 
cry was undoubtedly attractive, it was also nonsense and 
that the NDP position on the 135 hours or 45 sittings was quite 
correct. The time limit was nor harsh. The time limit was 
sensible and by no means restricted debate. 

=V'' -Bm that dtoiH stop quick meetings all over the province 
where, loud and clear, the call to the colors was sounded 
again and again — “not a dime without debate.” It still has a 
nice ring even if it is as hollow now as it was then. 

An election came and went. The NDP was out, Social 
Credit in and the house convened for its first session under 
Premier William Roberts Bennett.

the order paper today as it has since it was introduced a year 
ago. But it can be introduced at any time by the premier and 
come next Monday or Tuesday, unless he has some hidden 
joker up his sleeve, he is going to be forced to move. 

The motion, once approved, as you have guessed, lifts 
the time limit on debate on estimates. 

Okay, now let’s take this slowly because it’s important: 
Throughout this current session the NDP has been in an ob¬ 
vious stall. It has made no bones about that. Debate has been 
repetitious and, for the most part, boring. And one by Qne the 
alloted 135 hours have fallen away until at this time there are 
only a handful of hours left and about half of all ministries 
left to debate v 

So why would the NDP deliberately stall when all it ap¬ 
pears to be doing, is prove itself wrong in the setting of the 
time limit in the first place? Ah, that’s the interesting part. 

With the time limit lifted the NDP concedes a point it 
doesn’t really mind conceding, because while always an ad¬ 
vocate of the time limit it always made it clear it would 
listen to proposals for revision. And while conceding that 
minor point it backs Bennett into a corner of his own making 
— unlimited debate on estimates or, if you still like the sound 
of it. “not a dime without debate.” 

There is a way out, of course, but from this viewpoint not 
a very good one. 

Each year, or so it seems, the end of the fiscal year 
comes before the end of debate on government spending. 
That means that the government, be it NDP or Social Credit, 
has to present to the house what is known as an interim sup¬ 
ply bill. That is merely a piece of legislation which says that 
everyone agrees that the wheels of government must keep 
turning while the politicians talk and gives formal approval 
,to the spending cf funds. 

Interim supply is just that. The interim granting of per¬ 
mission to spend the taxpayers’ money even before detailed 
debate on estimates is completed. 

The fiscal year ends next Thursday. The hours of debate 
on estimates will run out before then. And there’s a further 
complication which has a few people concerned. 

Bennett’s motion scrubbing the time limits on debate is 
an amendment to standing orders. Gordon Gibson (L — 
North Vancouver, Capilano) and Gary Lauk (NDP — Van¬ 
couver Centre), consider themselves standing order experts. 
They can be expected to take a run at getting a few other 
changes in the rules once the topic formally hits the floor. 
And they will be ruled out of order. 

And that’s the way we sit as the house moves into the last 
week of March. 

• The NDP ready to concede that more than 135 hours 
are required to debate government spending. 

• Social Credit ready to prove that it stands by its slogan 
“not a dime without debate” but at the mercy of the Opposi¬ 
tion which can approve, or delay for as long as it wishes, 
government spending. 

• And as a whole card an interim supply bill which says, 
“go ahead and spend the money and somewhere down the 
road, when it’s spent, we’ll get back to justifying the expen¬ 
diture.” 

How does it go again, for one last time? "Not a dime 
without debate.” 

As I said, it has a hollow ring. 

As always, when the plot is so complicated, there’s a 
ringer most people appear to have forgotten. The first mo¬ 
tion approved by the legislature this session was one setting 
the “sitting” time of the house. On Monday, Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thursday the house should sit from 2 p.m. to 
6 p.m. and 8 p.m. to 11 p.m. In fact it only sits late on Tues¬ 
days and Thursdays. 

We may not be in the O.K. Corral next week, but it’s 
shoot-out time, no doubt about that. And I’m wondering what 
will happen if Bennett sends word to the NDP along these 
lines: “Look, we’ll lift the restrictions on debate if you will 
agree to a minor change in the sitting times. Nothing much. 

“Just a minor change to leave the first motion reading 
the ‘evening session shall be from 8 p.m. to adjournment. ” 

That’s what they call the big stick of all night sessions 
and unlimited debate with a vengeance. And if the NDP 
won’t buy that change, then the premier can just leave his 
standing order amendment sitting on the books. 

I’m figuring that the whole thing should blow up around 
11 p.m. Tuesday when the 135 hours for estimates runs out. 
The ball will be in the NDP court and I don’t envy its return 
volley. 

They will either concede again, let time run out with the 
subsequent automatic passage of all outstanding estimates. 
Or they will, in effect, agree to all-night sessions. 

If you’re tired of late night shows on the tube, try the 
legislature Tuesday afternoon and evening. It should be 
noisy.

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Boeing ’s ugly duckling sets hew heights

SEATTLE - Oliver Boi- 
leau, president of Boeing 
Aerospace Go., once noted 
that his company’s newly de- 
xeloped YC-14 STOL (short 
takeoff and landing) aircraft 
"is fat and dumpy and sits on 
its haunches like a duck.” 

This ugly duckling, howev¬ 
er. has an enormous business 
I potential for hoeing. The Seat¬ 
tle aircraft maker and 
McDonnel Douglas Corp. are 
looked in a competition for a 
multi-million-dollar order for 
ihe next tactical transport of 
the U.S. Air Force. The two 
tirms were chosen in No¬ 
vember, 1972. to build two 
prototypes each. 

What’s more, from a tech¬ 
nical standpoint, the ugly 
duckling is a beautiful swan. 
It. incorporates some new 
i cchnology mostly unknown to 
the public. 

With this new technology, 
ihe YC-14 will b« able 

to: 

• Lift 27,000 pounds (12.247 
kilograms) of payload off a 
J.000-foot (blO-meter) field. 
That’s twice the paydoad and 
half the field length that the 
Air Force’s current C-130 
transport aircraft can man¬ 
age. The field length is also 
several times: sWOrter thah 
ihat required by a similarly 
sized airliner, the Boeing 727. 

• The cargo compartment 
Is more than 45 feet (13.5 
meters) long. That’s large 
enough to cany nine fully 
loaded army jeeps, plus the 
personnel who would ride in 
them. Or it could carry the 
huge new military tanks — 
the M60 or West Germany’s 
Leopards. 

• It can fly at jet speeds 
with a crew of only two ~ 
compared with four for the 
C-130. 

• It can back up on the 
ground, using the thrust from 
its two engines’ so-called "re¬ 
verses."

14s are currently undergoing 
year-long testing at Wright- 
Patterson Air Force Base. 
Ihio. The air force is expect¬ 
ed to select a winner between 
the Boeing and McDonnel 
Douglas erdfts toward the end 
of this year. When and if 
Congress will decide to put 
the winner into actual produc¬ 
tion is unknown. But the Air 
Force talks about an initial 
purchase of 227 to 300 air¬ 
craft. 

W. T. Hamilton, a top Boe¬ 
ing executive, tigures the 
total market worldwide -for 
the huge cargo plane could be 
1,000 over a 20-year period. 

An engineer, Hamilton is 
obviously fascinaled by the 
new technology' incorporated 
in the YC-14. One important 
novel feature is what airmen 
call "upper surface blowing.’’ 
(Boeing ranks its use as an 
aviation milestone.) This 
means that the craft’s two 


powerful jet engines blow air 
over the wing and flaps, 
creating powered lift. 

A cargo plane landing on a 
short field requires a very 
slow approach speed. Under 
previous technology', this slow 
speed could only be achieved 
with relatively hrfge Srfhgs 
when thp load Is as great as 
that demanded by the Air 
Force. Powered lift makes the 
YC-14 w ing lengths feasible. 

Essentially, upper surface 
blowing takes advantage of a 
jet flow’s tendency to follow 
the surface it is passing, even 
though that surlace turns 
away from the flow's original 
direction. This tendency is 
known as the Coanda effect 
after a Belgian scientist, 
Henri Coanda, who investigat¬ 
ed the phenomenon before the 
Second World War. 

On the YC-14, trailing-edge 
flaps just behind the two Gen¬ 
eral Electric 51,000-pound 


thrust CF-6-50 engines are de¬ 
signed so that the engine ex¬ 
haust sheathes their surface 
as the flaps curve downward. 
Turning the high-speed flow 
this way provides a lifting 
force almost equal to the total 
amount pf ergppe thru^t yKed,. 
" eras extra lift means the 
plane can go from brake re¬ 
lease to lift-off in 10 seconds. 

It then can climb at 6,000 feet 
per minute, reaching 35.000 
feet in 10 minutes while spi¬ 
raling inside a radius perime¬ 
ter as tight as 2,200 feet. 

When landing, jet aircraft 
use thrust reversers — a sort 
of braking system that em¬ 
ploys the thrust of the engines 
to slow the aircraft. On some : 
airplanes, the thrust re¬ 
versers are directed toward j 
the ground, potentially stir¬ 
ring up dirt and rocks that 
can be sucked into the en¬ 
gines and cause major dam¬ 
age. 


On the YC-14, the thrust re¬ 
versers are mounted above 
the engines and point upward. 
This avoids the problem of 
ingestion on rough fields. Tt 
also helps increase braking 
effectiveness by .flje . down- 
\V-aM force orr the craft.

WASHINGTON (Reuter) - 
China has left open the possi¬ 
bility of joining the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund (IMF) 
in the future, informed mone¬ 
tary sources here said Friday. 

The souroes said China, in a 
letter to IMF Managing 
Director Johannes Witteveen. 
has reiterated its position that 
Taiwan should be expelled 
from the organization. 

But it again stopped short 
of saying it wishes to assume 
the IMF Chinese seat which 
now is held by Taiwan. 

The sources quoted the let¬ 
ter as saying the IMF might 
contact Chinese represent¬ 
atives to the United Nations 
in New York if it wishes to 
hold any further disoussions. 

The letter responded to one 
soit to China by the IMF sev¬ 
eral months ago asking 
whether It intend? to joio-the 
monetary body. At that time, 
the IMF was in the process of 


distributing or “restituting” a 
portion of its gold holdings to 
member countries. 

The gold restitution is part 
of a fbur-year program to dis¬ 
pose of one-third of the IMF 
gold holdings. Half this 
amount is being sold to raise 
money for the poor countries 
, and the rest is being returned 
to members in proportion to 
their quotas in the IMF. 

A major question in the res¬ 
titution process is what should 
be done with China’s shares.

“I think you’d be talking 
about thousands of people in 
deep space construction by 
the late 1980s, with no trouble 
at all, if you have two key 
developments, ’ Criswell said. 

Those “key developments” 
are big ones. First the space 
agency needs a powerful new 
type of engine to tow as¬ 
teroids to Earth orbit. Then 
scientists need to find an 
accessible asteroid, thought to 
be rich in iron, silicone and 
other minerals, which might 
be “big as two Astrodomes” 
and much bigger.

“My purpose is for us to get 
a handle on the question as a 
community and the Lunar 
Science Conference is the 
ideal place.” Criswell said. 
Details come later. 

The appeal of a mineral- 
rich asteroid is great for engi¬ 
neers building large space 
platforms such as an orbital 
power station. 

“If you had to bring all the 
material from Earth, it’6 
going to cost about $500 a 
pound right now. But it looks 
like you might be ahle to get 
raw material in, the form of 
asteroids for 10 to 50 cents a 
pound,” Criswell said. 

He said the new asteroid- 
towing engine, called a mass I 
driver, has been proved on a 
small scale. NASA is funding i 
limited tests at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. 

The engine amounts to a | 
tubular linear induction motor j 
or “electromagnetic sling- I 
shop” that could accelerate « 
apd expel almost any kind of J 
matter to generate propul- j 
•ion. 

Its operation Involves one of 
the simplets law’s of physics: 
for every action there is a re- 1 
action. Pieces of asteroid, j 
chewed up in flight, could be i 
used as driven mass. 

Using electrical power, ob¬ 
tained from solar cells or a 
nuclear-powered generator, 
the mass driver would accel¬ 
erate pieces of asteroid 
through the tube and, in spit¬ 
ting them out, generate mo¬ 
tion, like a rocket. 

“The whole thing would be 
like a big tugboat... chewing 
up an asteroid it’s towing to 
generate motion,” Criswell 
said. 

The second key problem, 
finding a significant number 
of asteroids within man’s 
earthly reach, is a mathemat¬ 
ical possibility. 

"Thirty have been seen by 
telescope. Secondly, looking 
at craters on Mars, the moon 
and Mercury, you get an idea 
of how many asteroids must 
have been circulating to pro¬ 
duce those impacts. The an¬ 
swer could be thousands.” 

There are hundreds of as¬ 
teroids in the asteroid belt be¬ 
tween Mars and Jupiter, but 
they’re too far away for now. 
Criswell is talking about as¬ 
teroids nearer Earth.

EDMONTON (CP) — 
Schools are an adolescent 
wasteland responsible in part 
for drug abuse, vandalism, 
mental depression and sui¬ 
cide, says a university of Al¬ 
berta psychologist. 

Dr. John Mitchell, associate 
professor in the educational 
psychology department, said 
in an interview youth was ba¬ 
sically wasted in the current 
society. 

“The only place we’ve 
made for them is school.’’ 

He said schools were pri¬ 
marily geared to university 
and college preparation and 
had little relevance to the 
lives of about 550 per cent of 
students. 

“Youth who have nothing to 
do engage in self-destructive 
habits.” lie said. “Youth who 
don’t have anything worth¬ 
while to do tend to feel worth¬ 
less and consider society 
worthless.” 

Noting that the Los Angeles 
school system spent nearly $2 
million last year in vandalism 
prevention, Mitchell said 
"schools make no physical 
contributions to their soci¬ 
ety.” 


U.S. prefers 
uranium plants 

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
James Schlesinger, President 
Carter’s chief energy adviser 
says the U.S. will not look to 
plutonium and bfeeder reac¬ 
tor plants as a source of nu¬ 
clear energy. He said the ad¬ 
ministration instead will rely 
on uranium-powered plants 
already in use.

The report on a proposed 
$400 million, 15-year, federal- 
provincial program to restore 
Pacific salmon and trout to 
their former abundance is 
based on public hearings con¬ 
ducted in 17 B.C. communities 
last year. 

The report says the public 
is highly critical of the disre¬ 
gard government agencies 
have shown for the protection 
of the environment and asked 
fisheries and marine service 
to: 

• Take a more assertive 
role in environmental protec¬ 
tion. 

• Vigorously patrol the 
200-mile offshore fishing limit. 

• Consider lowering some 
•ports fish catch limits. • 

• Severely limit private 
canning. 

The report said the public 
wanted to be a part of small 
stream rehabilitation projects 
and Wanted to know future 
plans of fisheries resource 
management. 

The report also said native 
people’s claims should be 
dealt with quickly but * the 
abuses of their right to fish, 
especially the sale of food 
fish, must be stopped. 

Inquiry chairman Glenn 
Sinclair recommended stiffer 
penalties for government 
agencies, corporations, and 
individuals for direct and indi¬ 
rect damage to salmon- re¬ 
sources.

TORONTO (CP) - Toronto 
lawyer John Turner, former 
finance minister and the man 
many consider an eventual 
contender for the Liberal 
party leadership, said Satur¬ 
day that he thought Prime 
Minister Trudeau was “doing 
all right” as the country’s 
leader. 

But Turner added that the 


Liberals were going to need 
new leadership in Quebec to 
meet the challenges of the 
rise to power of a separatist 
government.

VANCOUVER (CP) - The 
use of space technology to 
provide electricity for the 
family home will become an 
economic reality by the early 
1980s, U.S. says economist 
David Morris. 

Morris said that solar cells, 
which were first developed for 
use in space satellites, were 
capable of producing electrici¬ 
ty for domestic use. 

“Since 1972 they have 
dropped in price thirty-fold 
and used on the roof of the 
average home they can pro¬ 
vide all the electricity needed 
by a household,” he told a 
conference entitled the Con- 
server Society. 

Morris said a solar cell is 
about three inches in diame¬ 
ter and as thick as a rpzor 
blade. An area of solar cells 
measuring about 400 square 
feet would be necessary on 
the roof of a house to provide 
ah nwesssary electricity. 

Such an installation would 
cost about $45,000 or $50,000 
today. 

“But by the early 1980’s 
that price will be down to 
$3,500 or $4,500, which means 
it will be competitive in price 
with fossil fuels,” he said. 

Morris said solar cells are 
almost all hand produced now 
— but that mass production 
will result in a dramatic price 
cut. 

The conference was spon¬ 
sored by the Canadian Council 
on Urban and Regional Re¬ 
search and the University of 
British Columbia’s centre for 
continuing education in co¬ 
operation with the Community 
Planning Association of Cana¬ 
da. 

In an interview, Morris said 
his work at the institute for 
local self-reliance in Washing¬ 


ton, D.G is aimed at encour¬ 
aging municipalities to use 
new technology. 

“For example, the city of 
Vancouver could collect old 
newspapers and convert them 
into cellulose fill for insula¬ 
tion.” he said. 

He said energy consumption 
in a house could be cut by up 
to 30 per cent. 

Morris, who has degrees in 
urban planning, political 
science and labor economics, 
said he realized that Van¬ 
couver had tried a newspaper 
recycling scheme but aban¬ 
doned it because it did not 
prove economical. 

He said scores of cities in 
North America have success- 
f u 1 newspaper recycling 
operations and there is no 
reason why Vancouver should 
not be successful too. 

Morris said a city’s organic 
waste can be turned into com¬ 
post and his institute, which 
he founded about several 
years ago. was working on a 
pilot project in the Bronx 
area of New York. 

“If a whole city got in¬ 
volved in a project like this it 
could be done on a much 
larger scale.” 

Morris said his staff of 10. 
specialists in a variety of 
fields from organic farming to 
solar energy, did both consult¬ 
ing work and research. 

“At first city officials would 
literally laugh at us. They 
would think we were part of 
some weird fantasy. But in 
tlie last year or so they have 
been taking us seriously. 

“And in the last lew months 
city officials have been com¬ 
ing to us instead of us going 
to them. The gas crisis and 
the drought in the west are 
problems which arc changing 
the climate of opinion.” 


US. consider^ energy-saving efforts 

Poor gas mileage, stiff car tax 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
President Carter’s top energy 
adviser said Saturday that the 
Carter administration is con¬ 
sidering a series of energy¬ 
saving measures, including a 
stiff tax on cars with poor' 
gasoline mileage. 

James Schlesinger also said 
the recommendations include 
energy-efficiency standards 
for household appliances and 
rules to make power plants 


hum coal instead of natural 
gas or oil. 

Speaking at a conference of 
the National Wildlife Federa¬ 
tion, Schlesinger said energy 
conservation and fuel¬ 
switching will be the major 
ingredients of Carter’s forth¬ 
coming energy policy, due 
April 20. 

Schlesinger said conserva¬ 
tion would mean, among other 
things:

Sources .said the adminis¬ 
tration was considering a ft 
nancial incentive to urge el^e- 
tric power plants and. ’other 
industries burning natural g£s 
or oil under steam boilers to 
switch to coal, a far more 
plentiful fuel. 

It would require these 
plants to pay as much tor 
equivalent amounts of heat 
from natural gas or oil as it 
would cost in the form of coal, 
eliminating the advantage 
derived from the relatively 
lower prices of gas and oil. 

Schlesinger told reporters 
after his speech that the 
“mandatory measures” he 
mentioned “might imply that 
new power plants would not 
be permitted to burn natural 


gas or oil” regardless of 
price. 

When Schlesinger was 
asked whether the adminis¬ 
tration could induce greater 
energy-efficiency in home ap¬ 
pliances without ♦'imposing 
mandatory standards on the 
manufacturers, he said the 
question “seems to answer it¬ 
self.” 

Schlesinger said Carter’s 
errqjhasis on saving energy 
“will mean stepping on many 

toes.” 

But he said the world’s ca¬ 
pacity tp produce oil and nat¬ 
ural gas would probably pass 
-•its peak/by 1990, making fuel¬ 
saving and the development 
of other energy sources essen¬ 
tial to avoid economic disas¬ 
ter. 




CAUT lifts its censure 
against Simon Fraser 


OTTAWA (CP) — The 
board of directors of the Ca¬ 
nadian Association of Univer¬ 
sity Teachers has lifted its 
censures against Simon 
Fraser University, the Uni¬ 
versity of Ottawa and Mount 
Allison University of Sack- 
ville, N.B. 

The board voted Saturday 
to aocept the recommendation 
ofTts committee on academic 
freedom and tenure, headed 
by James Stevens of the Uni¬ 
versity of Guelph, that the 
censures — expressions of dis¬ 
approval with the ways uni-; 
versities deal with their aca¬ 
demic staff — be terminated, 
versity teachers. 

Stevens told the board that 
in the case of Simon Fraser, 
the university had withdrawn 
its charges against seven po¬ 
litical science and anthropol¬ 
ogy professors who were dis¬ 
missed after taking part in a 
campus strike in 1969. Simon 
Fraser has since adopted dis¬ 
missal procedures acceptable 
to CAUT. 

The CAUT censure against 
the University of Ottawa was 
imposed after the university 
fired Jacques Flamand of the 
department of religious stu¬ 
dies in 1970. Flamand, * who 
now works for the Canada

Stevens said that since the 
Flamand case the University 
of Ottawa had introduced 
“procedures for dealing with 
grievances and for the protec¬ 
tion of academic freedom 
which are acceptable to the 
committee. 

CAUT censured Mount Alli¬ 
son after it dismissed Cath¬ 
erine Daniel in 1970 “without 
a fair hearing.” Stevens said

drawn her complaint. But 
Mrs. Daniel’s aotion did not 
lead to CAUT’s decision to lift 
the censure, since Mount Alli¬ 
son had adopted procedures 
for terminating faculty ap¬ 
pointments acceptable to 
CAUT. 

CAUT censures are still in 
force against the University 
of Moncton and the University 
of Quebec.

Legislation Introduced Fri¬ 
day in the B.C. Legislature 
will give the government a 
better oource of financing to 
acquire and retain greenbelt 
land. Environment Minister 
James Nielsen said. 

He said the Mil, the Green¬ 
belt Act, isn’t really that dif¬ 
ferent from the legislation It 
replaces, the Green Belt Pro¬ 
tection Fund Act, but that 
funds for the greenbelt now 
will be able to be drawn from 
consolidated revenues. 

The basic intent of the legis¬ 
lation is to set -aside crown 
land to protect it from devel¬ 
opment. 

Nielsen said the. bill was ba¬ 
sically a housekeeping mea¬ 
sure.

Petrocelli was given his out¬ 
right release from Boston Red 
Sox Saturday after 12 years 
with the club. 

“I hope to continue playing 
because I think I have a few 
good years left in baseball,” 
said Petrocelli, who was fifth 
on the club’s all-time home 
run and RBI lists. “I don’t 
feel old and I’m in great 
shape at 188 pounds.’’ 

Petrocelli, who set an 
American League record for a 
shortstop with 40 home runs 
in 1969, said he was surprised 
by the Red Sox move, but ad¬ 
mitted he thought “something 
was going to happen.” 

The 33-year-old infielder 
lost his starting job late last 
season to Butch Hobson and 
hit only .213 in 85 games last 
year. Petrocelli has a .251 
lifetime average with 210 
homers and 773 runs batted 
in. 

The release of the third ba¬ 
seman who played in the 1967 
and 1975 world series came 
less than 12 hours after he 
tripled as a pinch-hitter 
against the St. Louis Cardi¬ 
nals in St. Petersburg during 
13-inning 2-1 Red Sox loss. 


Hobson, who was brought 
up from the Rhode Island Red 
Sox last season, hit one of 
three homers for Boston Sat¬ 
urday in 15-3 pounding of the 
Detroit Tigers. 

Petrocelli conquered inner 
car problems which threat¬ 
ened his career in 1975 and 
wound up that season with a 
.239 average and 57 runs bat¬ 
ted in. In 1975 Petrocelli was 
shifted to second base and 
hoped to use the experience to 
become a utility infielder this 
season. 

“It’s difficult to leave the 
club but T wish the Red Sox 
all the luck in the world,” he 
said.

Valentine, a hard - hitting, 
sophomore rightfielder, drove 
in three runs Saturday as the 
Expos downed Cincinnati 
Reds. 9-6, in an exhibition 
game at Tampa. Fla., that 
was highlighted by a triple 
play. 

First-baseman Mike Jorgen¬ 
sen made a diving catch of a 
line drive by Dave Revering 
in the fourth inning, touched 
first base doubling up George 
Poster and threw to shortstop 
Tim Foli, who tripled Johnny 
Bench off second base. 

“I don’t know what manag¬ 
er Dick Williams is going to 
do with rookie* Andre Dawson 
and Warren Cromartie. I’m 
sure Valentine is going to be a 
fixture in right field. If they 
feel Dawson and Cromartie 
*re rftSdyv then theyjnight be 
ihinking of doing 'something 
with me." says Unser. 

A centrefielder, who came 
to the Expos last season from 
New York Mets, Unser thinks 
he should be part of the start¬ 
ing lineup. 

“I’m 32 years old now. But 
I’m stronger and quicker than 
I’ve been in the past. In fact 
I’m healthier than I’ve been 
in most spring training 
camps,” claims the veteran. 

“I would like to stay right 
here and play centre field. But 
if that’s not going to material¬ 
ize, I would like to get some¬ 
place where I would be used 
on an every-day basis. 

“I don’t want to play on a 
part-time basis. I would at 
least want to be platooned.” 

In recent days, Unser has 
been spotted shagging fly 
balls in left field for the 
Expos with Dawson, who has 
been hitting well, playing in 
c entre.

‘Tm going to use this new 
stroke and try to put the ball 
in play and move the runners 
around. 

“But I want to play. I think 
we’re going to have a very 
good ball club. There is a pos¬ 
itive feeling here.”

Russia gears up 
for ski tourists

CHEGET, Russia — Alpine 
skiing, a "capitalist” sport 
long given scant attention by 
the Soviet Union, is beginning 
to gain a foothold of populari¬ 
ty throughout the country. 
Many millions of Russians 


ski, of course, but it is the 
cross-country version of the 
sport that has long been domi¬ 
nant here — both for recrea¬ 
tion among the masses and 
for competition on an Interna¬ 
tional level.

areas here in the Caucasus 
Mountains and with members 
of the Soviet Sports Commit¬ 
tee in Moscow, however, I 
saw plenty of evidence of the 
increasing appeal of Alpine 
skiing. 

The estimates I received of 
the number of people now 
participating varied widely, 
from 300,000 to one million. 
But whichever figure is more 
accurate it isn't bad for a pas¬ 
time that was hardly known 
in the country just a decade 
or so ago. And it's clear that 
the people running the pro¬ 
gram have their sights set 
even higher* 

Even wfth thrv growth, the 
Rqssians are still far, far be¬ 
hind the traditional European 
and American powers both in 
racing and recreational ski¬ 
ing. Furthermore, it's ob¬ 
viously going to take them a 
long time to catch up — if 
indeed they ever can. 

But based on their past his¬ 
tory whenever they put their 
minds to developing a sport, 
plus the strides they've made 
, 9 .yer the pt}st decade. U^w^dd 
bcMoolilh to counj. th£m outT' 

"Our first -goal is to build 
up skiing as a mass partici¬ 
pant sport," said Leonid 
Kestler, vice-president of the 
Soviet Alpine Ski Federation. 
"Then and only then do we 
feel we will have the base 
necessary to develop consis¬ 
tently good racers. Soviet 
sportsmen have traditionally 
shown their best results in the 
mass sports.” 

Alpine skiing is a long way 
from meeting this designation 
in the USSR yet. but it's 
moving in that direction — 
and now for the first time the 
Soviets are anxious to let the 
world know about it. Ours 
was the first group of North 
Americans invited by the 
Sports Committee to ski in the 
Caucasus, look over the facili¬ 
ties as they now exist, and get 
a briefing on future plans. 

I must say that not all of 
our findings were positive. 
Building a modem ski resort

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requires vast expenditures of 
money, and it remains to be 
seen whether the Soviets are 
really ready to make that sort 
of commitment. At present 
there is a dire need for better 
lift capacity, more snow-pack¬ 
ing equipment, and greater 
over-all know-how and exper¬ 
tise about running a ski area. 

For the individual seeking 
the basic equipment, skis, 
boots, and poles are in short 
supply, with only inferior Rus- 
sifun-matle items available 
thn*Agh legal channels al- 
,m '-fiburiRniiig "IJIaclf * 
market enables a fkii\ number 
of people to purchase better 
quality western gpods. 

Despite these many draw¬ 
backs, we found thousands of 
enthusiastic skiers willing to 
put up with inconveniences' 
which would boggle the minds 
of westerners. 

And as for the locale, 
there’s no doubt that the 
whole area around Mt. 
Elbrus, highest peak in 
Europe at 18,481 feet, is one of 
virtually unlimited possibili¬ 
ties if and when they ever do 
develop it to anything ap¬ 
proaching its full potential. 

Furthermore, this is only 
one of many areas already 
existing or being developed in 
all parts of this vast country. 
Vladimir Zyranov, coach of 
the Russian Alpine skiers, en¬ 
umerated a long list of such 
resorts not only in the Cauca¬ 
sus but in the Ural Mountains, 
in Siberia, in Central Asia. 


and in the far northern 
reaches of the nation. 

"The reasons alpine skiing 
didn't become popular here 
earlier are historical and geo- 
grahpicai,” Zyranov said. 
"They have to do with the 
character of the country — 
there are lots of mountains 
but stWl more plains. Cross¬ 
country skiing has existed 
here for centuries, but Alpine 
only for a relatively few 
years. 

"All this is changing now, 

mountains a** being devel¬ 
oped. I can furSfeil that soon 
Intourist will be offering al¬ 
pine skiing to foreign tourists. 

Competitively, the Russians 
have traditionally been no¬ 
where on the world alpine 
Beene. The best finish they’ve 
ever had in the Olympics was 
a seventh in the women's 
downhill by Stalina Kor* 
zukhina. at Squaw Valley in 
1960. And since then they've 
been pretty much standing 
still — or even going back¬ 
wards. 

Last year at Innsbruck, for 
instance, tney entered only 
one male and one female 
skier, with Vladimir An¬ 
dreev's 25th place finish in 
the men’s slalom their top ef¬ 
fort. 

This winter, though, the 
Russian women have been 
racing fairly regularly on the 
Europe Cup circuit, and the 
men have occasionally com¬ 


peted in World Cup races as 
well, 

Andreev, who is still only 
18, is among the latter group 
and has been showing steady 
improvement. Furthermore, 
he and other top Soviet skiers 
will be competing even more 
regularly in the next couple of 
years, according to Zyranov, 
in an effort to build a repre- 
sentative team by the 1980 
Olympics at Lake Placid, 
New York. 

Meanwhile, on the grass 
. .ffiPte JAXgJL Kwtfur -an* 
Zyranov noted that program* 
now exist to start training 
racers from an early age. 

"We have many sj)eciahzed 
schools throughout the 
country, so a talented boy or 
girl can usually start getting 
training somewhere near his 
borne at the age of five of 
six,” Kestler said. "There are 
also summer camps for the 
best racers. Then after this 
initial training, we pick out 
the best ones as candidates 
for the national team.’” 

One popular device used by 
other countries which the So¬ 
viets decline to employ, how¬ 
ever. is sending a couple of 
top skiers to train with one of 
the leading western powers. 

"The sport doesn’t gain in 
your country when you do 
that — only the individuals 
gain" Zyranov said. "Sending 
two or three stars to Austria 
isn’t going to do anything to 
help the masses of skiers here 
— and that’s where we feel 
our future lies.”

COLOMBO — The saronged 
waiter, perhaps forgetting 
himself, calls you “master." 
On the veranda by the palm 
trees a pianist in tropical 
whites spins out As Time 
Goes By for 35 visiting Ameri¬ 
can millionaires. 

The scene at Colombo's 
Galle Face Hotel, once the 
province of British colonials, 
would be enough to start the 
socialist adrenalin of some Sri 
Lankans flowing, and fast. 

They claim the influx of 
tourists to the “resplendent 
isle," growing at more than 
20 per cent a year, is upset¬ 
ting the country’s quest for a 
society of equals and is bring¬ 
ing bade some bad old habits 
under new guises. 

The debate is a familiar one 
in some corners of the devel¬ 
oping world: whether to give 
in to the allure of tourist 
money and the problems that 
may come with it. 

Tourism has benefited Sri 
Lanka’s ailing economy — in¬ 
flation rate nearly 40 per 
cent, unemployment 20 per 
cent plus. 

The industry brought in 
about 525 million last year, 
ranked fifth as a foreign- 
exchange earner and gave 
jobs to about 25,000 people. 

"You can’t have your cake 
and eat it too,” said the head 
of the government tourism 
board, M. Y. M. Thahir. "Any 
development has its evils." 

Sri Lanka, roughly the size 
of Ireland, has 800 miles of 
tropical beaches and chilly 
hill country. Leopard, ele¬ 
phant, deer and wild buffalo 
are protected in national 
parks and shark-free coral 
reefs attract an increasing 
number of scuba divers. 

The seamier sides of the 
tourist trade are beginning to 
surface. There are touts,. 


pimps, overcharging drivers 
and child-beggars whom, 
locals say, didn’t exist until 
recently. 

Some Sri Lankans also com¬ 
plain that they are now faced 
with prohibitive, tourist- 
scaled prices. 

Many tourists spend more 
in one day than an average 
worker here makes in a 
month, and some fear that 
many citizens will yearn for 
luxury goods and self-profit 
instead of socialism and self- 
sacrifice. 

They also fear that tourists 
and Sri Lankans who as¬ 
sociate with them will create 
"high-consumption enclaves," 
in a poor society. 

Some Western hoteliers 
here describe the industry as 
still in iis infancy. But it has 
come a long way from not-so- 
distant times when visitors 
had to bring their own toilet 
paper and hotel kitchens 
could produce only a chicken 
curry off a menu that read* 
like an epicure’s dream. 

Several large, modern 
hotels including the new 
376-room Oberoi. dot the low 
Colombo skyline. The tourist 
board, in conjunction vyith pri¬ 


vate developers, is planning 
to expand beach resorts on 
both the eastern and western 
coasts. 

But Thahir said some limits 
are being set. "We must 
avoid commercializaion. 
That’s the only way we can 
maintain our identity as a 
truly different place,” he 
said.

LONDON - Queen Eliza¬ 
beth II, who is observing her 
25th year on the throne, is 
opening her I^orfolk home to 
the public for the first time 
this Easter. And so are Mr. 
and Mrs. Eric Walker. 

The Queen’s 274-room 
Sandringham House is well 
known but the Walkers’ less 
imposing residence also has 
its place in British Royal his¬ 
tory. 

They live in the former 
royal waiting rooms at Wol- 
ferton Railway Station, built 
in 1898 for the Prince of 
Wales, later King Edward 
VIL 

The station is two miles 
from the Queen's privately- 
owned mansion but still on 
the 20,000-acre Royal estate.

London. 

Edward VII bought Sandr¬ 
ingham in 1861 as a country 
retreat. He used it mainly as 
a sporting estate. Queen Eli¬ 
zabeth, without sacrificing the 
first-rate hunting aspects, has 
made it a profitable commer¬ 
cial farming venture and 
keeps most ot her racehorses 
there. 

Edward VII used to arrive 
from London on the Royal 
train and rest in his waiting 
room, presently the Walkers’ 
bedroom. His wife, Queen 
Alexandra, relaxed in what is 
now the Walkers’ drawing 
room. 

The rooms are separated by 
a hallway leading from the 
platform to the former drive 


along which the well-rested 
royals were taken by carriage 
to Sandringham House.

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TDCAL, GUATEMALA - 
Wondering what a trip to this 

jungle ruin of the great 
Mayan civilization would be 
like, we decide to see for our¬ 
selves. 

We fly to Guatemala City 
from Los Angeles via Pan 
Am. arriving about 5 p.m. 
after a four-hour flight. And 
this morning we gather before 
breakfast at Aviateca’s termi¬ 
nal at the municipal airport. 
This casual airline leaves 
more or less at 9 a.m. daily, 
using a Convalr 440 for the 
hour’s flight to Tikal. 

We ease down onto the dirt 
strip, which appears to be 
solid limestone. It is too short 
for a larger plane. 

A little bus from the Jungle 
Lodge run by Antonio Ortiz 
carts us off for a tour of the 
jungle setting for these 
impressive stone structures 
that lay hidden so long. 

Ortiz and his English-speak¬ 
ing guides are so knowledge- 
ble about the ruins they sound 
as if they might have been ar¬ 
chaeologists in the original 
teams working here in the 
1880s. r 

From them we learn that 
Tikal’s existence was known 
for centuries by peoples of the 
Yucatan peninsula. But not 
until the middle of the last 
century" did officials of this 
area, El Petan, visit the site, 
accompanied by an artist who 
sketched the carved wooden 
lintels and stone sculptures. 

It was another 30 years be¬ 
fore Tikal was mapped and 
efforts slowly begun to un¬ 
cover the massive temples 
buried under hundreds of 
years of jungle growth. 

Excavation work was taken 
up in earnest by the Universi¬ 
ty of Pennsylvania’s museum 
when it began an 11-year 
study program with the gov¬ 
ernment of Guatemala. From 
that has emerged the far- 
flung city of overpowering 
stone temples, great, grassy 
plazas, causeways, palaces, 
shrines, residences, ball 
courts, sacrifioe altars, ter¬ 
races and other examples of 
awesome architecture — all 
planned and built without 
metal and without beasts of 
burden. 

More than 3.000 buildings 
have been uncovered in the 
six square miles of Tikal. All 
of it is in a national park and 
wildlife preserve, alive with 


wild birds, spider monkeys, 
deer, ocelot, peccary and the 
jaguar that made such an im¬ 
pression on the Mayan artists. 

For alJ its vastness, Ortiz 
tells us, only a small portion 
of Tikal has been cleared of 
its 1,200-year jungle mask. It 
may take another 20 years to 
map it, and probably a centu¬ 
ry to determine how much 
more lies buried beneath the 
structures now excavated. 

At the Great Plaza, the 
largest cluster of temples, we 
feel like the faithful on a pil¬ 
grimage as we begin the long, 
steep trek to the top of the 
Giant Jaguar temple. Its nar¬ 
row, worn steps are tricky, 
and a sturdy chain has been 
run down the center to aid the 
determined climber. Trick is 
to straddle the chain. 

This probably is the most 
striking of all the temples, 
rising about 145 feet above the 
plaza, its steep sides crowned 
by a stone decoration resem¬ 
bling a ponderous, elaborately 
carv ed comb. 

In it are incorporated 
almost all the classic ele¬ 
ments of Mayan architecture, 


Including the carved wooden 
lintels and beams in the three 
chambers with vaulted ceil¬ 
ings that perch atop the pyra¬ 
mid. 

The temples rising above 
the tops of surrounding trees 
afford an enchanting view 
that drops a hush over the 
visitors. Late afternoon sun 
gives interesting cross light, 
and the principal noise is 
from the clicking of shutters 
and the winding of film. 

The park closes promptly at 
5 p.m. and the rangers wait in 
the plaza until the last 
climber descends the steps. 
When the gates close, they 
want to be sure no stragglers 
are left to spend the night in 
the ancient pagan temples.

TORONTO <CP) — An es¬ 
timated $70,000 from The Pro¬ 
vincial lottery will be used by 
the Ontario environment 
ministry to remove lead-con¬ 
taminated topsoil from about 
100 city properties near three 
lead smelting plants, accord¬ 
ing to the Globe and Mail. 

The paper quotes a source, j 
not identified, as saying the 
ministry will announce next | 
week its decision to pay for 
the cleanup and recover costs 
from the companies. 

It says the ministry origi¬ 
nally proposed that Toronto, 
the province and the three 
companies split the co6t of the 
cleanup but that the city re¬ 
fused and the firms have not 
put up any money. 

The province will get back 
40 per cent of the $70,000 from 
the companies, each of the 
smelters sharing the cost on a 
pro-rated basis, the source is 
quoted as saying. 

It says the money is pert of 
$2.5 million awarded to the 
ministry from the lottery’s 
proceeds which are shared by 
the ministries of health, envi¬ 
ronment and labor for use in 
health-related environment 
projects and research.

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New adventures in old China

CHEUNG CHAU, China — 
You want to sea the old China 
but you can’t get a visa? 
Relax and have another for¬ 
tune cookie. 

A reasonable facsimile 
meets the eyeball only a 60- 
inmute-boat ride ! from the 
hustle of Hong Kong. 

For as little as GO cents 
lound trip, old China comes 
slowly into focus from air-con- 
uitioned, triple-decker ferries 
plying the South China Sea 
between here and the Crown 
colony, island hopping being 
the latest wrinkle with 
tourists tiring of Hong Kong’s 
shopping frenzy. 

Although only an hour from 
the neon and noise of Coo- 
naught Road, Cheung Chau 
could be 1,000 miles into the 
interior. 

Pressed ducks hang from 
tattered awnings and noodle 
vendors weave their way 
through a maze of narrow', 
twisting alleys, chanting to 
housewives who peer from the 
shadows of ancient structures. 

Supported primarily by fish¬ 
ermen. Cheung Chau faces 
a miniature harbor choked 
with sampans, walla wallas 
and junks. 

Standing on the deck of his 
boat, Ho Wai Fong looks off 
into the sunset, giving thanks 
the gods who fill the sea 
ftsb" and rils bowl with

rice. Soon he will sail * drifts’ past 

darkening waters, lanterns lit lands, 
for nighttime fishing. 

Safe return 

While Ho Wai Fong is away, 
his wife will pray at Pak Tai 
Temple, lighting joss sticks as 
an offering for his safe re¬ 
turn. 

Pak Tai, islanders say, is 
the patron diety of Cheung 
Chau’s first fisherman. 

Plague that struck the island 
was suppressed, they insist, 
by placing an image of their 
diety in the temple. 

Later when a storm swept 
the island, supersitious vil¬ 
lagers attributed the disaster 
to the influence of evil spirits, 
the ghosts of fishermen mur¬ 
dered a century earlier by a 
band of pirates. 

The pirates fled but the 
spirits remain. Well, who’s 
going to argue with Taoist 
and Buddhist priests? 

Because of evils past, an 
annual ceremony is conducted 
to appease the gods who ap¬ 
pease the spirits. 

That’s Chinese legend, 
chum. 

During the fourth moon of 
the Chinese lunar calendar, 
everybody — small fry and 
grownups alike — kick the 
gong around in a three-day 
Irolic billed as the Bun Fes¬ 
tival. 

At the same time the entire 
island goes on a vegetarian 
diet. The cats are especially 
grateful: while the action con- 
tinues they’re safe from the 
pot. This goes for Cheung 
Chau’s dogs, too. 

Meat is wiped entirely from 
the menu. 

During the festival Cheung 
Chau presents its answer to 
ihe Pasadena Tournament of 
Roses. Only instead of flow¬ 
ers. floats are covered with 
bakery buns. 

There’s even a bun queen 
followed by a procession of 
paper tigers and dragons. 

Youngsters gussied up In 
ancient Chinese costumes do 
their acts as well, riding 
floats, walking on stilts and 
waving to proud mamas and 
papas lining the route. 

Bakery buns 

At the same time, towers of 
bakery buns 60 feet high are 
paraded through the streets to 
appease both ghosts and gods. 


Finally, precisely at mid¬ 
night on the final day of the 
festival, thousands of is¬ 
landers scramble up the 
towers to grab off the buns as 
a token of good luck 

The higher the bun the bet¬ 
ter the luck. (It takes no ge¬ 
nius to figure out that at 60 
feet if some poor Moke takes 
a tumble, likely he’ll end up a 
ghost himself.) 

Meanwhile, journeys to the 
Island are conducted daily 
throughout the year by Water- 
tours of Hong Kong. Passage 
over and back in one of Wa- 
tertours’ ornate junks, com¬ 
plete with beer and soft 
drinks, comes to $10 a bead. 

Or if you prefer to skip the 
frills you can board one of the 
fifty triple-decker public fer¬ 
ries sailing to Cheung Chau 
for 60 cents round trip from 
the Outlying Islands Ferry 
Pier in Central Hong Kong. 

That’s the tab for second- 
class seating. Anyone insist¬ 
ing on first cabin must ante 
up an extra 30 cents. Week¬ 
ends you will pay about half a 
buck more. 

Beer, soft drinks and hot 
dogs are served up in a 
snazzy snack bar in the first- 
class section while the ferry 
" ‘ & dozens ci is- 


Ferries 

Other ferries call at Lantau. 
an island tour miles northwest 
of Cheung Chau on the Pearl 
River Estuary'. Twice the size 
of Hong Kong, Lantau sup¬ 
ports barely 20,000 persons, 
mainly fishermen in the mar¬ 
ket town of Tai O. 

Friendly Tours of Hong 
Kong does an eight and one- 
h a 1 f hour island-hopping 
swing calling at Cheung Chau 
and little Peng Chau as well 
as Lantau, all for 513 (U,S.) 
which includes lunch, light 
refreshments and pickup at 
your hotel. 

Visitors sailing to Lantau on 
the public ferry may over¬ 
night at Po lin, a Buddhist 
monastery whose temples 
reach into the China heavens 
at the 2,400-foot level. Al¬ 
though spartan, the accom¬ 
modations are a bargain at 55 
a pillow'. A vegetarian meal 
prepared by the monks comes 
to another $2, and there’s 
beer as well. 

Passengers riding the pub¬ 
lic ferry disembark at Silver- 
mine Bay for bus pickup to 
the monastery. Day trippers, 
on die other hand, take lunch 
at Ned Kelly’s Last Stand, a 
beachside restaurant operated 
by a displaced Aussie who 
named his ramshackle empo¬ 
rium for KeHv, Australia’s 
Billy the Kid. As a sideline, 
Ned Kelly’s also conducts a 
variety of island toiirs. 

Lantau’s sights include vil¬ 
lagers’ homes standing on 
stilts, an ancient fort, fishing 
communities and an excellent 
w'hite-sand beach. And in case 
anybody gets thirsty, they are 
bused to a tea farm on the 
Ngong Ping Plateau where

Tours to Lo Pin modastery 
and the tea gardens are 
operated at $15 a person by 
the Hong Kong Lantau Peak 
Travel Co., which manages 
the tea estate.

But hurry. Soon the stacca¬ 
to chatter of the carpenter’s 
hammer will be heard across 

the island. Already cm the rise 
is Sea Ranch, a spread of 152 
apartments to be bid at 
$125,000 apiece. 

By far the most ambitious 
development, though, is at 
Discovery Bay, the site of a 
planned 5350-million project 
that wlkl involve three hotels 
(with a possible fourth) 1,000 
homes (sale price: $100,000 
each), 30 tennis courts, a 
yacht marina, villas with pri¬ 
vate docks, stables, bawling 
and skating. (All this and 
squash, too). 

To make way for the proj¬ 
ect, 1,000 residents were 
moved — lock, stock and

Elsewhere, other hotel and 
resort facilities are in the 
works on Lantau as wedl as 
nearby Ma Wan Island. 

But never mincL What with 
235 islands popping out of the 
South China Sea’ plenty’s left 
to explore. 

Meanwhile, back in Hong 
Kong, Watertours runs other 
nifty cruises, one of which fol¬ 
lows the traditional route to 


Canton by junk through Vic¬ 
toria Harbor and northwest 
past the islands of Tang Lung 
Chau, Lantau and Ma Wan to 
Castle Peak. It returns along 
the New Territories shoreline 
past Pearl Island, Tsing Yi 
and Stonecutters Island. 

Cruises 

Other cruises take in Aber¬ 
deen, the fishing viliage of 
Lei-U-Mun and Typhoon 
Shelter, weaving apnong. 
junks, sampans, walla wallas, 
ferries, tugs, warships and 
freighters.

lion. 

“As these estimates clearly 
show, international tourism 
j will continue to be a dynamic 
• sector of the U.S. economy as 
: a whole, and will become of 
I increasing importance in the 
J international sector of the 
U.S. economy.” he said. 

Other estimates by the 
Travel Service suggest that 
tourism supports upwards of 
four, million jobs.

we stayed overnight at Tre- 
ganza Castle Hotel. The food 
was ordinary, but the view of 
the village from the hotel ter¬ 
race was exciting.

The narrow hedgerow 
country lanes enforce a slow 
pace.

On the second night, we 
stayed at a country hotel at 
Budock Vean near Mawnan 
Smith (next time, we would 
choose the nearby Meudon, or 
better still, find a plain up¬ 
stairs room at a pub). Durgan 
is nearby, a lovely seaside 
village preserved by the Na¬ 
tional Trust. 

On the third day, we 
crossed the peninsula to Port 
Isaac, an exquisite village 
where the beach serves as 
public parking lot and cars 
must be removed before high 
tide. Nearby is Tingagel, 
where King Arthur may have 
lived. We were put off by 
commercialism such as the 
King Arthur Filling Station. 

On the third and fourth 
nights we stayed at one of the 
loveliest country hotels we 
have found in the world: The 
Tresanton at St. Mawes. 
across Falmouth Harbor from 
the town of Falmouth. 

On our return by car ewer 
fast expressways to London, 
267 miles, we stopped at Ply¬ 
mouth Harbor for lunch and 
browsing among waterfront 
shops, museums and antique 
shops. At Plymouth, one is 
out of Cornwall and into 
Devon, a broader land of 
more sweeping views.

Britain’s enchanting 
southwest peninsula holds un¬ 
usual interest this summer.

Drake sailed from Plymouth, 
England, with five ships and 
supplies for 18 months.

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Vandals pillage 1,000-year-old city 


Pompeii slowly dying second time 


POMPEII. Italy - En¬ 
tombed nearly 1,000 years 
ago under a layer of volcanic 
ash and then uncovered, Pom¬ 
peii is dying again slowly 
under the attack of thieves 
and forces of nature more 
subtle than exploding Mount 
Vesuvius. 

The buried treasure of art 
and artifacts from ancient 
Greek and Roman civiliza¬ 
tions today is exposed to the 
greed of common criminals. 
Last month, in one of the 
moat apectacular pillages to 
date, nighttime thieves chi¬ 
selled 12 paintings from the 
walls erf a Pompeian house. 

The brilliant reds and blues 
of wall paintings preserved 
under the airtight seal left by 
Vesuvius’s eruption in 79 AD 
fade a little each year they are 
exposed to the sun and rain. 
And the lush vegetation of 
this southern part of Italy 
constantly threatens to bury 
once again the city so pains¬ 
takingly uncovered by archeo¬ 
logists in the last two cen¬ 
turies. 

The Italian government em¬ 
ploys only 230 [>eople to guard 
and maintain a oity that once 
had 20,000 inhabitants and 
now plays host to an avensa- 
10,000 visitors a day. 

‘The needs of Pompeii are 
immense,” said newly-ap- 
Ijointed superintendent Luigi 
D’Amore. 

He said all plans for further 
excavations have been tempo¬ 
rarily suspended to devote 
maximum attention to preser¬ 
vation of what has already 
been found. The emphasis of 
the moment is on security. 

He said he believes the 
equivalent of $3.4 million ap¬ 
propriated in mid-*1976 for a 
five-year program at Pompeii 
will be enough to complete 
the fence and install a system 
of lights and anti-theft de¬ 
vices. 

At the moment, three dogs 
and 15 guards armed with pis¬ 


tols and flashlights patrol the 
160^acre city at ni$*ht. The 
back-alley House No. 25 was 
an easy mark for last month's 
robbers. 

Giuseppina Cerulli, 
D’Amore’s principal assistant, 
said the 10-inch to two-foot- 
high panels stolen has faded 
severely from exposure to the 
elements since being un¬ 
covered nearly a century ago. 

“They were of no great ar¬ 
tistic value in themselves, but 
the gravity of the theft lies in 
its implications.” 

She said many of the more 
valuable art works, statues 
and artifacts have been 
placed, in the National Archae- 
logical Museum at Naples or 
inside Pompeii’s own museum 
for safekeeping. 

Even the museums are not 
guaranteed against thefts. In 
1975, some 50 pieces were sto¬ 
len from the museum in Pom¬ 
peii, including a golden brace¬ 
let in the form of a snake 
weighing more than two 
pounds. 

And earlier this month, 
thieves broke into the Na¬ 
tional Museum itself and stole 
hundreds of thousands of dol¬ 


lars worth of gold coins and 
other belies of antiquity. 

Statues, pieces df bas-relief, 
household furnishings and 
sections of mosaics have been 
carried off from Pompeii by 
thieves in recent years and it 
would be impossible to cata¬ 
logue all the chips at stone 
and art fragments hidden in 
the i rockets of souvenir-seek¬ 
ing tourists. 

Once the security problem 
is dealt with, there will be the 
long-term and more radical 
problem of how to protect 
Pompeii from ths elements, 
D’Amore said. 

Pompeii is a city without 


roofs sinoe the tons of vol- 
oanic ash sent down on it 
from Vesuvius collapsed the 
roofs of hotneB and government 
buildings alike. Except for a 
few temporary roofs to shield 
particularly well-preserved 
murals and pavements, the 
buildings are unprotected 
from the sun and rain. 

D’Amore said he has no in¬ 
tention of ruining the esthetics 
and authenticity of Pompeii 
by construction of more roof¬ 
ing. >

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Mrs. Yesco: I just didn’t know 


NEWARK (UPI) — Fugi¬ 
tive financier Robert Vesco 
may have jetted around the 
world setting up illegal busi¬ 
ness deals, but his wife says 
she never knew what he was 
up to, bow he made hi* money 
or how much. 

She described a rags-to- 
riches rise from Detroit to a 
sprawling suburban estate in 
New Jersey and finally to 
exile in Cbsta Rica. 

Things got better every 
year,” said Patricia Vesco, 
who told bow her husband 
rose from a high school dro¬ 
pout from Detroit who mar¬ 
ried at 17 to a international 
wheeler-dealer. 

Mrs. Vesco, 42, recently 
provided a glimpse into Ves- 
co’s family life in testimony in 
federal tax court in connec¬ 
tion with charges the Vesco 
family owes the. U.S. govern¬ 
ment $ 1.1 million in taxes tor 
1971. 

The quiet, modest woman 
travelled to Newark from 
Costa Rica where Vesco fled 
in 1973 to avoid prosecution 
for stock fraud and an illegal 
campaign contribution to 
former President Richard 
Nixon. 

She talked of a lifestyle that 
was neither opulent nor ex- 
tnuag'family Ynbved 
east in 1960 when Vesco set up 
International Controls Carp. 
At first, they lived in a mod¬ 
est split-level and took vaca¬ 
tions abroad. 

The pace quickened in 1971 
when Mrs. Vesco began to 
travel with her husband on 
his private jet as he criss- 
orossed toe glove cultivating 
business contacts. The gov¬ 
ernment says Vesco illegally 
deducted toe plane as a busi¬ 
ness expense when it was 
used for his family 
She went on his busines 
trips because she was lonley 
at home. He often took her 
along to keep company with 
other businessmen’s wives 
"I told him I wanted him at 
home more often. We had a 
marriage that had to work. 
He said he had to go. If we 
wanted to see him, we had to 
go with him,” said Mrs. 
Vesco, who dined with sheiks 
and went sightseeing while 
her husband tended to busi¬ 
ness. 

They bought a sprawling 
78-acre estate in Boon ton, 
N.J., and added a man-made 
take stocked with fish, a heli¬ 
copter pad, a stable for 18 
horses and a kidney-ebaped 
swimming pool. Vesco bought 
his wife a Cadillac and a 
$65,000 diamond ring. 

But, said Mrs. Vesco, "I 
never asked for anything.” 
She said toe barely used her 
charge accounts at fashion-

able New York stores, shop¬ 
ping instead at a medium- 
priced dress shop in New Jer¬ 
sey. 

In 3968, Vesco gave control 
of the family chequing. ac¬ 
count to his personal secre¬ 
tary, Shirley Bailey, because 


too many cheques bad 
bounced. After that, Mrs. 
Vesco was given a personal 
chequing account tor small 
purchases. 

“I wrote a cheque out and if 
it bounced, someone sent the 
money,” said Mrs. Vesco. 


She didn’t know how toe 
household bills were paid and 
if she needed money, she 
asked her husband or Mrs. 
Bailey. 

"I was busy raising my 
family. I had a hyperactive 
child and that took all my 
time,” said Mrs. Vesco. 

Her husband seldom talked 
to her about his businesses. 
She knew that he was pres¬ 
ident of ICC and drew a 
salary. But she didn’t really 
understand what he did for 
a living. 

“I don’t know if we owned 
stock. I know he earned mpr# 
than $10,000 a year. We spent 
more than $10,000,” Mrs. 


She said she knew nothing 
about his financial dealings 
until later when news ac¬ 
counts of his dealing began to 
appear in newspapers. 

Mrs. Vesco claims she is 
hot liable tor her husband’s 
tax debts even though she 
signed their joint 1971 income 
tax return without looking at 
it.

CALORIE CONSCIOUS COOKING 


By Barbara Gibbons 


Want to cut calories without 
counting? Gut out toe fat 

Fat, after all, is toe most 
fattening thing there is—mare 
than double the calories of 
anything else. So a first step 
in peeling pounds from your 
figure is to get rid of the 
excess fat in your food. Fat, 
in one form or another, 
makes up nearly half the 
North American diet. 

All foods are combinations 
of toe tree food •elements: fat, 
protein and carbohydate. Pure 
fat is 225 calories an ounce, 
while “pure” protein and 
carbohydrate are only 115 an 
ounce. 

Of course, no food is purely 
protein; it usually coexists 
with some fat. The closest 
thing to pure carbohydrate is 
refined sugar. A tablespoon 
of sugar is a nutritionless 47 
ealorios. but a tablespoon of 
salad oil is 115. 

A point worth clarifving is 
that all fats are equally fat¬ 
tening, whether animal or 
vegetable, saturated or unsat¬ 
urated. If you’re cholesterol¬ 
watching, favoring polyunsa¬ 
turated vegetable oils over 
saturated animal fats might 
help lower your cholesterol. 

But if you’re simply weight¬ 
watching, substituting marga¬ 
rine for butter won’t save you 
a thing. Nor will you cut any 
calories by switching to synth¬ 
etic dairy products that re¬ 
place butterfat with equal 
amounts of vegetable fat. Be¬ 
cause the cholesterol advan- 
tate of polyunsaturated prod¬ 
ucts have been widely pro- 
moted, many would-be 
weight-losers mistakenly 


think these product* are less 
fattening. They’re not. 

Broiling, barbecuing, poach¬ 
ing, simmering and using non¬ 
stick skillets and no-fat cook¬ 
ing sprays can help the ca¬ 
lorie-careful .cook create 
dishes with little or not fat 
added. But to really save 
“countless” calories, the 
other ingredients should be 
relatively low-fat, too.

NEARLY NO FAT 

These foods and ingredients 
. have less than 3 per cent fat. 
But keep in mind that cooking 
methods that add fat also add 
calories. 

Codfish, flounder, sole, had¬ 
dock, halibut, all shellfish, 
whitemeat chicken and tur¬ 
key, skim milk, lew fat milk, 
cottage cheese and yogurt, 
canned tuna in water, egg- 
whites, all vegetables, most 
fruits and juices, potatoes, 
pasta, rice, beans, grits, Ita¬ 
lian and French bread, pita 
bread, jams, jellies and gela¬ 
tins, most canned soups, cat¬ 
sup, mustard, relish, soy 
sauce, chili sauce, tomato 
paste and puree, plain tomato 
sauce, spices and herbs.

Unless provincial legislation 
is enacted to give fish and 
wildlife legal rights to quali¬ 
ty land and water necessary 
lor their survival it may be 
necessary to have an environ¬ 
mental ombudsman to bypass 
the existing bureaucratic oc¬ 
topus. 

That is the blunt warning 
that comes from the Steel- 
head Society of B.C. 

It notes that fish are not 
recognized as users at water 
in British Columbia’s Water 
Act. ’’Wildlife have no rights 
as users of land. For the pro¬ 
tection of fish, and for the 
stream, a clear provincial re¬ 
sponsibility, there is only a 
federal law,” the Steelhead 
Society advises. 

It calls for adoption of the 
concept of co-use to give rec¬ 
ognition to the establishment 
of a partnership with other 
resource users. 

Other highlights of the 
brief: 

• - Legislation should be en¬ 
acted that ensures a conser¬ 
vation belt on each side of 
*vater courses arid lakes.

• Legislation should be en¬ 
acted to guarantee public 
access throughout a water¬ 
shed and it should Include re¬ 
strictions which preserve the 
qualities and values of a wat¬ 
ershed. 

• Exploiters in a water¬ 
shed should be required to 
Ijost a ijerformance bond 
which could be used to rectify 
any damage from an environ¬ 
mental "accident.” 

• Onus must be placed on 
developers to prove their ex- 
p 1 o i t a t i o n is ecologically 
sound before initiating devel¬ 
opment. 

• There should be an im¬ 
mediate moratorium on all 
development in B.C. estuaries 
anti surrounding foreshores. 

• There should be no dams 
on rivers supporting popula¬ 
tions of anadromous fish. 

• The provincial govern¬ 
ment should take a strong 
stand against pollution of 
aquatic environment and 
emissions should be consid¬ 
ered pollutants unless they 
can be proven non-toxic. 

• There should be an im¬ 
mediate moratorium on all 
development In alpine areas. 

The Steelhead Society 
expresses the belief "that 
past and current forest man¬ 
agement practices have not 
been compatible with 4hc 
protection, preservation and 
enhancement of steelhead 
habitat. Now can we accept 
that these practices have been 
compatible .with the social 
aspects of the sport of steel¬ 
heading.” 

The steelhead trout is a pre¬ 
dator in his aquatic environ¬ 
ment, and as such, exists at 
the peak of that specific eco¬ 
system. 

As a predator, he is totally 
dependent on the population 
levels of the lower life forms 
In the system. Factors which 
affect any of these lower life 
forms will have serious effects 
on the steelhead trout. 

The society then explains 
"the steelhead angler is a 
highly specialized sports- 
fisherman who, because of the 
very nature of steelhead. 
must become intimately in¬ 
volved with the river involve¬ 
ment." 

This relationship, as well as 
requiring a primary knowl¬ 
edge of the basic life history 
of the fish, also requires in¬ 
timate knowledge of every 
pool and slick, every access 
point and game trail, and 
every mood and change in the 
flow of the water. 

It noes a typical watershed 
in B.C. has four prime areas: 
The estuary, the area where

a river flows into the sea and 
surrounding loreshore; the 
main river, Including a flood 
plain with urban, agricul¬ 
tural, industrial and trans¬ 
portation developments: tri- 
b u t a r i e s , surrounded by 
forests,' grazing lands, lakes, 
meadows and other sensitive 
ecosystems: and an alpine 
range, above 4,000 to 5.000-foot 
level. 

The society warns that the 
current practices of stream- 
bank logging, urban develo]>- 
ment and other land exploita¬ 
tion along streambanks are a 
disaster to wild life in the 
their evolutionary habits and 
to fish which require the por¬ 
ted! on of streambank vegeta¬ 
tion for water quality, ox¬ 
ygen, and siltation barrier 

It also notea the tributaries 
that feed each main river of a 
watershed drain the bulk of 
the land mass of the water¬ 
shed and require considerably 
more care than the lowlands. 

These tributaries are the 
ma’or nurseries lor the pro¬ 
duction of anadromous fish 
Utah which leave fresh water 
for the ocean and then return > 
which as finger-sized fry live 
in these headwaters for 
periods of up to five years. 

The aloine areas of each 
watershed are; the catch 
basins for water, the lifeblood 
ol the watershed. They are 
also the summer ranges for 
wildlife and can be compared 
to the sensitivity of the es¬ 


tuary. The society warns that 
extremes of climate through¬ 
out Hie year, with the result¬ 
ing short growing season, 
make any scar from public 
se or industry almost Irrepar¬ 
able. 

It calls for each watershed 
to be managed specifically for 
potential. 

It criticizes management 
decision made by resource 
agencies on the principle of 
"blanket" policies, calling 
them "a bureaucratic Uto¬ 
pia." 

It urges that "as a primary 
policy, we must accept each 
watershed as a multi-faceted, 
exacting ecosystem, which 
must be managed individu¬ 
ally.” 

It urges that watershed 
planning should be organzied 
to: 

• determine the capabili¬ 
ty of the watershed to support 
resource use: 

• d e t er m i n e the suit¬ 
ability of the watershed and 
its resource for man’s use: 

• determine the land use 
opportunities the watershed 
can offer; 

B. formulate the alterna¬ 
tives available within the ca¬ 
pability of the watershed; 

• resolve within each al¬ 
ternative the existing and po¬ 
tential conflicts of resource 
use; 

• present an analysis of 
the benefits and costs •— eco¬ 
nomic, social cultural, psy¬ 


chological —. that would ac- 
orue under each alternative; 

• involve concerned peo¬ 
ple throughout every stage of 
planning. 

The Steelhead Society 
claims present laws and gov¬ 
ernment agency decisions are 
now structured to perpetuate 
conflict situations regarding 
resource use. 

It say* regulations for the 
exploitation of resources are 
aimed at what developers can 
and cannot do and the onus is 
not on the developer to prove 
that development will not ad¬ 
versely affect other resources 
and values In the watershed. 

"Today the public is in the 
pr»ition of having to prove 
that the development will ad¬ 
versely affect OUR land," it 
complains. 

It charges that "today the 
umbilical lifeline of every wa¬ 
tershed, ita protective green- 
belt, is still open to every 
gross abuse of exploitation 
and development.” 

The society calls for serious 
measures to be taken to re¬ 
store already polluted aquatic 
environments to their pre¬ 
pollution, or better, condition. 

And it asks for much-stiffer 
penalties for those found 
guilty of polluting. It goes so 
far as to ask that those found 
guilty of serious offences 4- 
indlviduals. executives, direc¬ 
tors, and others — receive 
mandatory jail sentences.

You say Max Euwe and I’ll 
take off my chess-playing cap 
in respect. 

And so would every clear- 
thinking ehess player in the 
Western part of the World 
Chess Federation. 

The current federation pres¬ 
ident is probably the most re¬ 
spected person in that position 
yet, likely because he’s also 
the first ex-warld diampdon to 
hold that post. 

Euwe held the global crown 
from 1935 to 1937, after am¬ 
bushing the incomparable 
Alexander /Alekhine. 

And even though Alekhine 
trounced him. soundly in the 
return engagement, Euwe of 
The Netherlands earned a lot 
of respect, which is still ac¬ 
corded to him by everyone ex¬ 
cept the Fast European-Arab 
bloc. 

Hie latter are not too fond 
of him because he refuses to 
submit to their blackmailing 
tactics, and when they tried 
to sink the last Olympiad in 
Haifa, Israel, he simply told 
thrift torrgo^ump in the lake 
and went"ahead without them. 

Euwe learned to play chess 
at age four and it was inter¬ 
esting he was first taught the 
game by his mother. 

At age 10 he entered and 
won his first tournament and 
at age 20 Euwe captured the; 
Dutch championship. 


Checkmate 


Even though Euwe was 
busy studying and eventually 
got his doctorate in philoso¬ 
phy in 1923, his chess 
successes continued with third 
place at Bad Kissigen Jn 1928; 
first at Hastings in 1930 and 
ahead of Capablanca; second 
in Beni in 1932: again first at 
Hastings in 1934, and so on. 

Euwe has also written a 
number <Jt books on chess, 
with quite a few translated 
into English and some re¬ 
viewed right here in Check¬ 
mate. 

He was elected World Chess 
Federation president in 1970, 
and also has been one of the 
persons responsible for bring¬ 
ing a great many excellent 
Jewish chess players to the 
West, from their native Soviet 
Union. 

Whenever any of them had 
problems, Euwe was there to 
help, with his own Holland 
getting both Gennady Sosonko 
and Viktor Korchnoi, and the 
U.S. collecting Anatoly Lein 
and Leonid Shamkovich. 

The latter is a story in 
himself. He was as much as 
handed over on a platter to 
Canada, but since we are 
more interested in chess ad¬ 
ministration than we are in 
its propagation, Shamkovich 
could not stay in our midst too 
long.

SAN FRANCISCO (Reuter) 
— Californians have already 
-begun exercising their "right 
to die” under a controversial 
new act which allows ter¬ 
minally ill patients to order 
plugs puiied on life-support 
equipment. 

The exact number of patients 
who have signed Directives to 
Physicians and deposited 
them with their doctors is not 
known. But a kidney patient 
here is believed to be the first 
to have the order carried out. 

The single-page directive, 
valid for five years, says: "If 
at any time I should have an 
incurable injuiy, disease or 
illness ... and where the ap¬ 
plication of life-sustaining 
procedures would serve only 
to artificially prolong the mo¬ 
ment of my death ... I direct 
that such procedures be with¬ 
held or withdrawn and I be 
permitted to die naturally.” 

The right-to-die law came 
into force Jan. 1, making Cali¬ 
fornia the first state in the 
union to have such a law. 

It was prompted by publici¬ 
ty over the case of Karen Ann 
Quinlan, the 22-year-old New 
Jersey woman kept alive for 
mouths on machines after she 
went into a permanent coma 
from an overdose of drugs 
and alcohol. 

The law stirred bitter con¬ 
troversy before it was passed. 

It still Is stirring debate in 
the Californian medical pro¬ 
fession as doctors say they 
are unsure about some ot the 
terms of the act. 

They say they do not know 
whether the oG-year^STtf kid¬ 
ney patient allowed to die re¬ 


cently was really covered by 
the act. 

Albert Jonsen. associate 
professor of bioethics at Uni¬ 
versity of California Medical 
Centre at Berkeley, said the 
man ordered that his life not 
be "artificially prolonged” be¬ 
cause he was fed up with sur¬ 
gery needed each time he was 
put on the kidney machine. 

"I’m tired of being cut,” 
ihe unidentified man told his 
surgeon, according to Jonsen. 

Jonsen said the man did not 
meet the popular stereotype 
of a terminally ill person. 
"With dialysis kidney ma¬ 


chines he could have lived for 
a long time, perhaps years.” 

Die California Medical As¬ 
sociation says it has distrib¬ 
uted 10,000 printed directives 
to member physicians to give 
to patients who ask for them. 

The act provides that the 
directive must be signed 14 
day's before it comes into ef¬ 
fect. It must be countersigned 
by two witnesses not related 
to the patient and two physi¬ 
cians must certify’ the patient 
is in an imminently terminal 
condition.

The Milligrock home la 
warm and comfortable in this 
treeless land trapped seven 
months a year in winter’s 
dark, sub-zero grip. 

A modem couch and coflor 
television set share places of 
honor with a living-room 
work - bench stacked with 
prized tusks and an intricate 
array of carving tools. 

A handsome handmade 
table and the bounty spread 
atop it is testimony to the 
family’s subsistence lifestyle 
in a town where milk is $2.35 
a half gallon and grapefruit $1 
apiece.

NOME, Alaska (AP) - Lin¬ 
coln and Emily Milligrock are 
in their mid^tOs, own a two- 
bedroom home and a late- 
model pickup truck, have 
reasonably good health and 
take a two-week annual vaca¬ 
tion. 

Statistically, they come 
close to being average Ameri¬ 
cans. 

Except that they are Eski¬ 
mos who beat the bottle after 
20 years of alcoholism. 

TTiey kicked the habit in a 
town where more than 40 per 
cent of their relatives, friends 
and neighbors have serious 
drinking problems, where 
there Is no drug or alcoholism 
treatment centre, and where 


drinking forms the basis of 
the only social activity outside 
the churches and the televi¬ 
sion set. 

Along the way they lost one 
of their six children to crib 
death. Another son was found 
dead at the age of 22 floating 
in Fairbanks’ Chen a River for 
reasons which still have not 
been determined. 

A daughter is mentally re¬ 
tarded and livea with foster 
parents in Anchorage, and the 
Milligrocks spend their vaca¬ 
tion visiting her. 

During those two fuzzy dec¬ 
ades wiien they lived from 
one bottle to the next they

Parents observe 
child in action 


CALGARY (CP) — This is 
one of the few Canadian cities 
operating observation nur¬ 
series — special programs 
centred on the needs of two- 
to five-year-olds and their 
parents. 

They’re called observation 
nurseries because for the first 
half hour, mothers and fa¬ 
thers are invited to sit in on 
the children’s sessions to ob¬ 
serve their child in action 
with his peers. 

The Idea is to learn what 
the child is feeling, thinking 
and observing as he works 
and plays. 

The parents then retire to 
discuss their observations 
with each other and with 
trained leaders. They ex¬ 
change ideas on parenting 
• kills, communication, dis¬ 
cipline and child development 
within the family. 

The first observation nur¬ 
sery began in Calgary nine 
years ago. patterned after 
similar programs in Quebec. 
Now there are 19 active nur¬ 
series scattered throughout 
the city, involving more than 
500 children. 

The program is adminis¬ 
tered by the Family Life Edu¬ 
cation Council and financed 
by the provincial education 
and social services depart¬ 
ment. 

The nurseries, usually held 
In a church basement, run far 
30 weeks at a time during the 
fall, winter and spring. The 
children attend for two hours 
once a week. 

They can choose from a 
number of activities such as 
play dough, painting, crafts, 
housekeeping and dress-up.. 

“There’s no sex discrimi¬ 
nation here,” laughs teacher- 
consultant Kitty Raymond. 
"The children play house and 
often the Mttle boys are mak¬ 
ing breakfast or dinner. 


"Usually children copy 
what they see around them, 
so I gather there are a lot of 
fathers in Calvary who share 
meal preparation chores with 
their wives." 

A qualified teacher is In 
charge of each nursery, su¬ 
pervising about 10 volunteers 
who are usually mothers of 
cnildren who have participa¬ 
ted in the program. 

The atmosphere is one of 
unstructured learning. 

"We work very hard to de¬ 
velop a positive self-image in 
each child,” says Mrs. Ray¬ 
mond. "We want them to feel 
good about themselves. We’re 
very careful not to put a lot of 
adult expectations on them." 


worth of furniture, a piece at 
a time, to pay foe liquor.

Fluent In English, the Milli¬ 
grocks speak their Yupik Es¬ 
kimo language at home and 
prefer walrus and seal meat 
to beefsteak and bacon. 

They married in their teens 
like most of their contem¬ 
poraries and find themselves 
in the generation caught be¬ 
tween the old village ways of 
their ancestors and the new 
ways of the white men who 
founded this ramshackle town 
during the tum-of-the-century 
gold rush. 

Their children cannot speak 
Eskimo and do not know how 
to carve or sail the Walrus- 
hide skinboats which domi¬ 
nate Lincoln’s life.

U.S., Russia , South Africa hunt seals freely 


WASHINGTON (CP) — 
While Canada and Norway 
gain notoriety each year for 
killing seals, other seal 
harvests are conducted by the 
U.S., the Soviet Union and 
South Africa without con¬ 
troversy. 


U.S. officials Bay the rea¬ 
sons for the difference are the 
tighter restrictions placed on 
the other harvests — at least 
the U.S.’s. 

Among other conditions, 
U.S. sealers are more limited 
in their total kill, cannot kill

the U.S. harvest seals in their 
waters and give a share of the 
skins to Canada and Japan. 

The fur seal population is 
about 1.3 million and this year 
U.S. sealers will kill 21,000, 
she said. Her latest figures on 
the Soviet kill, at Robben and 
Medney Islands, were 4,200 
for 1975. 

By comparison, the Canadi¬ 
an government estimates 
there are one smillion to 1.5 
million North Atlantic harp 
seals and this year the allow¬ 
able kill ds 170,000, with 62,000 
for Canadian ships, 35,000 for 
Noi-wegian ships and the re- 
mainder available to 
land-based sealers who walk 


onto the ice or use small 
boats. 

Norwegians and Canadians 
also share an annual kill of 
15,000 hood seals. 

Haines said the Northern 
Pacific harvest takes only 
three- to six-year-old bachelor 
male seals. She explained that 
the bachelor males are easy 
to identify because they 
have not established a territo¬ 
ry and filled it with their 
mates. “One male may have 
50, 60, up to 90 females in his 
harem.” 

To better determine the ef¬ 
fect of the Pribilof harvest, 
seals on St Paul Island are 
harvested while the seal rock¬ 
ery on nearby St George Is¬ 
land is left untouched for 
comparison. 

The seals are killed by 
being stunned with a club and 
then having their arteries se¬ 
vered around their hearts, she 
said. That method was recom¬ 
mended by scientists as most 
humane. 

In the Canadian-Norwegian 
harvest, the seals are general¬ 
ly killed with clubs. Although 


Canadian officials say the 
seals die instantaneously, crit¬ 
ics charge that some seals re¬ 
main alive when they are 
being skinned. 

The Northern Pacific agree¬ 
ment has been a measurable 
success in permitting the seal 
population to increase, Haines 
said. The jforth Pacific fur 
seals were estimated at two 
to three million about 2P0 
years ago. They fell to 300,000 
in 1911, but now are L3 mil¬ 
lion. 

No international convention 
regulates the South African 
seal harvest, but Haines said 
U.S. officials ensure that the 


seal pups and must take extra 
measures to ensure seals are 
dead before being skinned. 

Brian Davies of Frederic¬ 
ton, director of the Interna¬ 
tional Fund for Animal Wel¬ 
fare, said in an interview here 
that the biggest factor is that 
the harvest In Canadian 
waters is the only one .that 
features the killing of seal 
pups that are still nursing, 
“the part that offends people 
about the Canadian hunt more 
than anything else.” 

Although he shows up an¬ 
nually to join the protest dur¬ 
ing the current Canadian 
hunt, he said he has not visit¬ 
ed the Pribilof Islands, site of 
the U.S. harvest, since 1968. 

Lynn Haines of the marine 
mammal and endangered spe¬ 
cies division of the U.S. Na¬ 
tional .Marine Fisheries Ser¬ 
vice, said in another interview 
that the Northern Pacific fur 
seal populations is one of the 
best managed anywhere. 

She said the fur seal 
harvest is regulated by a four- 
country agreement, under 
which the Soviet Union and

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Scouts blaze 
ecology trail 


By JOAN WALTERS 

TORONTO <CP) — Lard 
Baden-Fowell would find the 
boy scouts of today stiH work¬ 
ing hard at being cheerful, 
helpful, trustworthy and kind. 

But he would have trouble 
identifying with some modem 
activities of the organization 
he founded in the early 1900s. 

The days of stripping 
boughs from trees to make 
lean-tos and fires, for exam¬ 
ple, have given way to the 
practice of back-packing into 
a campsite with lightweight 
tents and propane stoves. 

Concern for the environ¬ 
ment caused that change in 
traditional scout campcraft 
and made other revisions nec¬ 
essary, says Joe E. Turner, a 
former scout who heads the 
Ontario division of Scouts 
Canada. 

'VWft’vt Ajweys.tai^ 
scouts to live in harmony with 
nature. These days we just 
can’t encourage them to light 
huge cooking fires or chop 
down trees.” 

In faot, Canada’s 250,000 
scouts planted 2Vt million 
trees on public land last year 
in a conservation program 
called Trees for Canada. 

'T doubt that any scout who 
planted one of those trees, 
learned to take care of it and 


saw it grow will ever want to 
chop down a living tree unless 
he finds himself in unusual 
circumstances,” Turner said. 

Also gone are the days 
when scouts marched every 
summer weekend to the wil¬ 
derness to experience the iso¬ 
lation of nature. 

Turner said there are no 
truly wild areas within easy 
reach today. 

A wilderness centre, the 
first in Ontario, is being start¬ 
ed near Englehart to let 
scouts know what it's like to 
be so far away from civiliza¬ 
tion that you can’t even hear 
a train whistle, he said. 

The scouting movement has 
changed its program consid¬ 
erably in the last eight years, 
partly because many activi¬ 
ties were outmoded. 

“We used to have badges 
i tor catching runaway horses, 
Txit Bcw many stray horses do 
you see in Toronto these 
days?” 

Uniforms are slightly dif¬ 
ferent, giving boys a choice 
between short and long pants, 
and women were admitted to 
the lG-to-23 age group four 
years ago. 

Turner said the most dras¬ 
tic revisions are simply adap¬ 
tations to the modern age.

TORONTO (CP) - Villa Co¬ 
lombo, a senior citizens’s 
home in the Italian communi¬ 
ty, has opened an experi¬ 
mental children’s day-care 
centre in what it says is an 
attempt to provide a more 
natural setting for its elderly 
residents.

One man proves 
caring can heal 


CALGARY (CP) - Until 
about a year ago, the 300 kids 
living in Shaganappi Village 
in southwest Calgary were 
faced with a future as bleak 
as the grey cement boxes they 
called homes. 

Their playground was toe 
street and their destinies were 
written on a one-way ticket to 
prison. They were forgotten 
children in a city that had 
turned its bode. 

Then Norman Goebel cams 
along. 

Goebef, a father of five, saw 
that toe children living in the 
low-rent housing project had 
nothing to consume their 
spare time except to break 
the law. 

Juvenile delinquency in the 
project and at a nearby shop¬ 
ping mall was skyrocketing. 
The police were enemies. 

“We had no respect for the 
law or adults or even our¬ 
selves,” one boy said. “We 
spent all our time thinking of 
ways to get into trouble.” 

But in January, 1975. Goe¬ 
bel, off work because of a re¬ 
curring back ailment, was 
elected president of the Sha- 
ganappd Social Club and 
things slowly began to' 
change. 

By early June he had 
opened a youth • club in the 
basement ot one of the units 
and his drqgrn. for a “poor 
man’s country F*ejub” had be¬ 
come a reality. 

Goebel’s philosophy is sim¬ 


ple. direct and successful. 

“We emphasize participa¬ 
tion rather than winning,” he 
says. “We believe every kid 
has the right to a fair chance. 
You have no idea what a fair 
chance can mean to a child.” 

The dividends from the Sha¬ 
ganappi project show in police 
statistics. 

Inspector A1 Johansson said 
juvenile crime in the distriot 
has dropped dramatically in 
recent months and antago¬ 
nism between youth and po¬ 
lice has been replaced by a 
feeling of mutual respect. 

Goebel said the city has 
thousands of street children 
drifting aimlessly, searching 
for someone who cares. He 
censured parents for not tak¬ 
ing the time to provide their 
children with guidance. 

“It’s not a lack at love. It’s 
just that we live in such a rat- 
race with too many pressures 
and not enough time and tol¬ 
erance for the children.” 

The project’s future is 
olouded by financial prob¬ 
lems. 

Goebel’s worker’s compen¬ 
sation payments expired last 
November and he said he 
must get provincial funding 
soon or he will be forced to 
look for another job. 

“If Norm leaves and the 
club folds, the kids around 
here will go back to their old 
habits of stealing and drink¬ 
ing,” a boy said. “And nobody 
wants tha f .”

- Spicer 

PARIS (CP) — Keith 
Spicer, Canada’s official lan¬ 
guages commissioner, says he 
has no fears that the language 
rights of Quebec’s English- 
speaking minority are endan¬ 
gered under the Parti Quebe- 
cois government. 

“Quebec’s attitede toward 
other linguistic minorities has 
always been very generous,” 
Spicer told a France-Canada 
Association meeting attended 
by Gerard Pelletier, Canaria’s 
ambassador to France, and 
Francois Cloutier, Quebec del¬ 
egate general. 

'Tin certain the new Que¬ 
bec government will treat 
anglophones in the province 
two or three times better than 
francophones are treated in 
other provinces,” he said. 

Spicer, whose term ends in 
July, called for France’s in¬ 
creased co-operation in lan¬ 
guage matters, not only in 
Quebec, but in other prov¬ 
inces where one million 
French-Canadians live. 

“France must reinforce 
Quebec’s cultural seourity .. 
to assure the survival of fran¬ 
cophone minorities in the rest 
of Canada.” 

Saying he was speaking as 
an individual, the commis¬ 
sioner also urged France to 
co-operate with Ottawa "to 
help all the communities 
where you, as well as Canada, 
are needed.” 

“What is needed is not so 
much money as imagination 
because we want to place the 
French language in a world 
(context,” he said. 

“Although in Quebec and 
Canada there are options that 
are radically opposed, there is 
a willingness to co-operate," 
he said.

in the summer of 1978, after 
which it does and if cut down. 

In the meantime, a new set 
of canes will spring up next 
spring to bear the 1979 crop, 
and 90 on. 

While the canes which bore 
fruit may be out away any 
time through the fall or 
winter, or even in early 
spring, I think there is some 
advantage in taking them out 
as* toon as the last of the 
raspberry crop has been 
harvested. 

SPOT BASK (WiB., Vic¬

If the vertical split in the 
bark of your plum tree is on 
the south or southwest side of 
the tree, chances are it was 
caused by winter sun falling 
on frosted tissues; this is very 
common in the colder parts of 
the country. 

If the split is elsewhere, it 
is probably due to the bark 
becoming hardened and losing 
its stretch during a hot, dry 
period, then cracking from in¬ 
ternal pressure when mois¬ 
ture and sap movement is 
restored. 

Very drastic pruning, also, 
will, sometimes cause cracks 
in the baric. 

Extend the crack up and 
down the tree with a sharp 
knife to relieve the pressure, 
then clean out the weathered 
part of the crack right down 
to clean wood. Then seal the 
wound against the entry of in¬ 
fection with tree pruning 
paint.

Pope Paul remains firm 
against married priests 


QUANTDCD, Va. (AP) — 
They march like men, shoot 
like men, swear like men and 
even spit like men. They’re 
the women marines. 

The women, 22 of them, 
were among 226 marine lieu- 
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tenants who completed two 
days of combat training last 
week at Quantico marina 
base. It was the first time in 
the 200-year history of the 
U.S. Marine Corps that 
women had been trained for 
fighting. 

Although they are likely to 
be used only in support role in 
the event of war, the corps 
wants the women to have ex¬ 
perience with combat train¬ 
ing. 

The marines spent the day 
practising different combat 
situations—inching up thorny, 
brush-covered hills on their 
bellies, running through red- 
and white smoke screens 
called gas chambers, jumping 
across streams where some 
fell in, and wadipg through 
muddy, partially brazen 
swamps. 

They were all carryiing M-16 
rifles, blanks for ammunition 
and packs weighing up to 50 
pounds. Some carried machin- 
eguns. 

As the sun set over the roll¬ 
ing Piedmont pleateau, the 
marines settled in for the 
night to await the enemy- 
enlisted marines who planned 
a night attack, i 

With a cast on one leg and 
olive and black greasepaint 
smeared on her face far cam¬ 
ouflage, Lieut;. Jenny Marfell 
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some of the combat situations 
as well as men.” 

The women’s training has 
been less rigorous than that of_ 
the men.

VATICAN (TTY (UPI) —

Addressing a group of 
French bishops on a regular 
visit to the Vatican, the pope 
reiterated the decision of the 
3971 World Synod of Bishops 
against conferring priestly or¬ 
dination in the Western rite 
Roman Catholic church to 
married men. The ban does 
not. apply to Eastern rite 
Catholics, who have -tradi¬ 
tionally admitted married 
men as priests. 

"The problem (of a short¬ 
age of priests) must worry 
you seriously but not to the 
point of paralysing you or 
leading you to ^concentrate 
your sights and hopes on im¬ 


possible or Illusory solutions," 
the Pontiff said. 

“As you all know, the hy¬ 
pothesis of resorting to ordi- 
natipn of “married men in the 
Latin Church was not consid¬ 
ered opportune by the 
Church’s highest authorities, 
with oar own approval, a bare 
six years ago," the pope said.

‘Bankrupt policy " 
debate cancelled 
at Liberal talks 


TORONTO (CP) — The Lib¬ 
eral party abruptly cancelled 
a debate Saturday between 
two vocal critics of the Tru¬ 
deau government who were to 
speak to delegates at the 
partes national policy conler- 
ence. 

Conference officials told the 
CBC it would not allow Paul 
Hellyer, former Liberal cabi¬ 
net minister, and economist 
Melville W r atkins to tell dele¬ 
gates why they think the Lib¬ 
eral party is bankrupt of poli¬ 
cy ideas. 

The CBC had earlier circu¬ 
lated a notice among the 500 
delegates to the four-day 
meeting at a hotel here, invit¬ 
ing them to challenge Hellyer 
and Watkins. 

The confrontation was to be 
taped and broadcast on the 
Sunday-morning CBC radio 
current affairs program. 

A CBC official said he was 
told to cancel the debate be¬ 
cause it would "disrupt the 
train of thought” among the 
delegates. 

Some Liberals showed up at 
the meeting room .where the 


Hellyer-Watkins event was to 
take place but party officials 
were there to turn them 
away. 

Hellyer, who is attending 
the conference as a Toronto 
columnist for The Sun, said 
the Liberals cancelled the de¬ 
bate "because they realize 
they have no policy and they 
don’t want anybody rubbing 
their noses in it.” 

Later, conferetnce organizer 
James Peterson said the Lib¬ 
erals decided to cancel the 
debate because they decided 
"we are not here to debate 
the record of the govern¬ 
ment.” 

"This is a policy event, not 
a political event,” Peterson 
said in an interview. 

The party knows it is not 
I>erfect, he said, and it rea¬ 
lized it "wa$ not going to 
have the answers” to the type 
of questions raised in sifch a 
debate. 

Peterson said* he hoped 
some of the directions the 
party might take would 
emerge Sunday when dele¬ 
gates would attempt to sort 
out conference discussions. 


Rebels threaten, 
to poison 
Uganda exports 


TORONTO (CP) - Prime 
Minister Trudeau said Satur- 
day that the real threat to na¬ 
tional unity was not Quebec 
separatism but regional bick¬ 
ering among Canadian^ 

He listed 19 areas of "polar¬ 
ization,” from regional eco¬ 
nomic disparities to the con¬ 
flict between men and 
women, which, he said, have 
"left; the country pretty badly 
divided/’ \ 

"Groups divided by self-in¬ 
terest are the real threat to 
national unity,” Trudeau said 
in a 45-minute' speech to about 
800 Liberals at a four-day 
party policy conference. 

“It is the failure to compro¬ 
mise that makes not only the 
art of government but makes 
the survival of a united 
country difficult,” he said. 

He painted a gloomy picture 
of Canadians divided and feud¬ 
ing over economic and social 
issues but said there were 
"suddenly in the past week, 
at this very meeting” the first 
concrete indications that di¬ 
visions over the economy 
were beginning to break 
down. 

Trudeau was referring to 1 
the tentative agreement by 
business and labor leaders in 
Ottawa last week to put aside 
their differences and accept 
some form of voluntary re¬ 
straint after compulsory wage 
' and price controls were re¬ 
moved. 

At the policy sessions earli¬ 
er Saturday, William Mahon¬ 
ey, retiring national director 
of the United Steel Workers of 
America, drew a standing 
ovation from the Liberals by 
pledging labor’s co-operation 
to ' help solve the country’s 
economic problems. 

Trudeau, who sat through 
many of the debates among 
the 500 liberals accredited as 
delegates to the meeting, said 
he made a list from the dis¬ 
cussions of 19 areas in which 
Canadians are divided. 

These included feuds be¬ 
tween labor and management, 
the rich and the poor, Ottawa 
and the provinces, the central 
government and both the west 
and the east, the young and 
the old, natives and whites 
and men and women. 

Trudeau said he did not in¬ 


clude friction between English 
and Freneh-sjieaking Canadi¬ 
ans and the rise of Quebec 
separatism in the list. 

The other polarizations 
were the real threat, he said, j 

In themselves, they are 
nothing new. Canadians l»ve 
had to confront such problems 
since Confederation "tut what 
is new and different is the 
breadth and depth of these 
differences*” Trudeau said. 


Trudeau said he detected "a 
certain amount of .joy” among 
the liberals “because it comes 
from the feeling that every 
crisis is an opportunity.” 

“Take the crisis of separa¬ 
tism,” he said. "We’ve been 
saying in Quebec that this is a 
^reat opportunity to choose — 
perhaps to be separate ixit 
hopefully to be part of Cana¬ 
da.” 

Trudeau said other Canadi¬ 


ans faced the same opportuni¬ 
ty to make a choice in solving 
the problems that divide 
them. 

He said the conference had 
given him a sense that "thou¬ 
sands, perhaps tens of thou¬ 
sands of Canadians are saying 
"I want to be part of that 
choice." 

He said the country had ar¬ 
rived at a crossroads in its

Ugandan President Idi Amin 
has accused the U.S. Central 
Intelligence Agency of using 
Christian denominations as a 
cover for subversibn and said 
he would ban all foreign aid 
to churches in his country. 

"Imperialist agents and the 
CIA are Using the church as a 
weapon for subversive activi¬ 
ties and assassinations,” 
Uganda radio quoted Amin as 
saying Saturday. 

The broadcast, monitored 
here, said Anfin told church 
leaders not to get involved in 
politics because they would 
lose credibility. 

Amin has often accused 
agents, and it was not clear 
whether the scores of British 
and American missionaries in 
the country would be affected 
by Amin’s latest statement. 

"Uganda is a rich state,” 
Amin said. "And there is no 
reason why religious denomi¬ 
nations should beg from poor 
Europeans and Americans, to 
whom Uganda is in a position 
, to give financial aid.” 

Christian leaders in Africa 


have accused Amin, a 
member of Uganda’s Moslem 
minority, of murdering large 
numbers of Christians in his 
east African country. 

The allegations followed the 
death last month* of Anglican. 
Archbishop Janani LuWum, 
who Amin said died in. a car 
accidetit shortly after being 
arrested for subversion, ' 

Unofficial reports, which 
could not be conftpjRed, said 
Luwum was murdered by 
Amin’s agents. 

Meanwhile, a group calling, 
itself the Ugandan People's 
Passive Resistance Frpnt sent 
letters to journalists in Nairo¬ 
bi threatening to poison Ugan¬ 
da’s coffee and tea exports in 
an effort to topple Amin. 

"We ask the world not to 
touch Ugandan goods or else- 
face the consequences," the 
statement said. 

The letters, mailed from the 
Ugandan / oapltal of Kampala, 
contend revenue from the sale 
of Ugandan tea and coffee "is 
being used to buy arms for 
genocidal practices.”

touchables. 

Late Friday, a government 
spokesman said Ram, 68, a~ 
former agriculture minister 
and head of the Congress for 
Democracy party, had accept¬ 
ed a cabinet position. But on 
Saturday. Ram. his close po¬ 


litical ally H. N. Bahuguna 
and Socialists George Fer¬ 
nandes and Raj Narain re¬ 
fused to take their' oaths. 

Narain, who defeated. Mrs. 
Gandhi in her parliamentary 
constituency, later said he 
w'ould take his oath Monday. 
But Fernandes told support¬ 
ers he would not serve in the 
government because he pre¬ 
ferred to expose social exploi¬ 
tation and corruption as an 
outsider. 

Ram huddled with advisers 
throughout the day. refusing 
to disclose reasons behind his 
last-minute decision to stay 
out of the government.

for all in ’ 80 s 


TORONTO (CP) - Toronto 
lawyer John Turner, former 
finance minister and the man 
many consider an eventual 
contender for the Liberal 
party leadership, said Satur¬ 
day that he thought Prime 
Minister Trudeau was "doing 
all right" as the country’s 
leader. 

But Turner added that the 


Liberals were goipg to need' 
new leadership in Quebec to 
meet the challenges of the 
rise to power of a separatist 
government. 

The Quebec challenge re¬ 
quired "new leadership from 
the Liberal party of Quebec 
as well as the Liberal party 
across Canada,” Turner said.

VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
use of space technology to 
provide electricity for the 
family home will become an 
economic reality by the early 
1980s, U.S. says economist 
Bavia Morris. 

Morris said that solar cells, 
which were first developed for 
use in space satellites, were 
capable of producing electrici¬ 
ty far domestic use. 

"Since 1972 they have 
dropped in price thirty-fold 
and used on the roof of the 
average home they can pro¬ 
vide all the electricity needed 
by a household," he told a 
conference entitled the Con- 
server Society. 

Morris said a solar cell is 
about three inches in diame¬ 
ter and as thick as a razor 
blade. An area of solar cells 
measuring about 400 square 
feet would be necessary on 
the roof of a house to provide 
all necesssary electricity. 

Such an installation would 
cost about $45,000 or 550,000 
today. 

"But by the early 1980’s 
that price will be down to 
53,500 or $4,500, which means 
it will be competitive in price 
with fossil fuels," he said. 

Morris said solar cells are 
almost all hand produced now 
— but that mass production 
will result in a dramatic price 
cut. 

The conference was spon¬ 
sored by the Canadian Council 
on Urban and Regional Re¬ 
search and the University of 
British Columbia’s centre for 
continuing education in co- 

_ n _ operation with the Community 

Planning Association of Cana¬ 
da. 

In an interview, Morris said 
his work at the institute for 
local self-reliance in Washing¬ 


ton. D.C. is aimed at encour¬ 
aging municipalities to use 
new technology. 

"For example, the city of 
Vancouver could collect old 
newspapers and convert them 
into cellulose fill for insula¬ 
tion," he said. 

He said energy consumption 
in a house could be cut by up 
to 30 per cent. 

Morris, who has degrees in 
urban planning, political 
science and labor economics, 
said he realized that Van¬ 
couver had tried a newspaper 
recycling scheme but aban¬ 
doned it because it did not 
prove economical. 

He said scores of cities in 
North America have success- 
f u 1 newspaper recycling 
operations and there is no 
reason why Vancouver should 
not be successful too. 

Morris said a city’s organic 
waste can be turned into com¬ 
post and his institute, which 
lie founded about several 
years ago, was working on a 
pilot project in the Bronx 
area of New York. 

"If a whole city got in¬ 
volved in a project like this it 
could be done on a much 
larger scale." 

Morris said his staff of 10. 
specialists in a variety of 
fields from organic farming to 
solar energy, did both consult¬ 
ing work and research. 

"At first city officials would 
literally laugh at us. They 
would think we were part of 
some weird fantasy. But in 
the last year or so they have 
been taking us seriously. 

"And in the last few months 
city officials have been com¬ 
ing to us instead cf us going 
to them. The gas crisis and 
the drought in the west are 
problems which are changing 
the climate of opinion.”

CAUT lifts its censure 
against Simon Fraser 


OTTAWA (CP) — The 
board of directors of the Ca¬ 
nadian Association of Univer¬ 
sity Teachers has lifted its 
censures against Simon 
Fraser University, the Uni¬ 
versity of Ottawa and Mount 
Allison Universdty of Sack- 
vllle, N.B. 

The board voted Saturday 
to aocept the recommendation 
of its committee on academic 
freedom and tenure, headed 
by James Stevens of the Uni¬ 
versity of Guelph, that the 
censures — expressions of dis¬ 
approval with the ways uni¬ 
versities deal with their aca¬ 
demic staff — be terminated, 
versity teachers. 

Stevens told the board that 
in the case of Simon Fraser, 
the university had' withdrawn 
its charges against seven po¬ 
litical science and. anthropol¬ 
ogy professors who were dis¬ 
missed after taking part in a 
campus strike in 1969. Simon 
Fraser has since adopted dis¬ 
missal procedures acceptable 
to CAUT. 

The CAUT censure against 
the University of Ottawa was 
imposed after the university 
fired Jacques Flamand of the 
department of religious stu¬ 
dies in 1970. Flamand. who 
now works for the Canada 


Council, got a $10,000 settle¬ 
ment. 

Stevens said that since the 
Flamand case the University 
of Ottawa had introduced 
"procedures for dealing with 
grievances and for the protec¬ 
tion of academic freedom 
which are acceptable to the 
committee. 

CAUT censured Mount Alli¬ 
son after it dismissed Cath¬ 
erine Daniel in 1970 "without 
a fair hearing.’’ Stevens said 


Mrs. Daniel, who had since 
established herself as a music 
teacher elsewhere, had with¬ 
drawn her complaint. But 
Mrs. Daniel’s action did not 
lead to CAUT’s decision to lift 
the censure, since Mount Alli¬ 
son had adopted procedures 
for terminating faculty ap¬ 
pointments acceptable to 
CAUT. 

CAUT censures are still in 
force against the University 
of Moncton and the University 
of Quebec.

Education Minister Pat 
McGeer has ordered a crack¬ 
down on ill-behaved students 
in B.C. schools. 

A cabinet order released 
Friday widens the powers of 
school principals in dealing 
with students who cause trou¬ 
ble among other students, by 
amending regulations to ihe 
Public Schools Act regarding 
suspensions. 

The amendments define the 


grounds for suspension as 
"wilful disobedience to a 
teacher, and behavior which 
has a harmful effect on the 
character of persons or other 
pupils." 

The amendments also autho¬ 
rize principals to assign work 
to the suspended pupil during 
the term of suspension. 

Pow^y* tp suspend pupils 
before were held only by 
school boards, which suspend¬ 


ed students on the basis of 
recommendation by prin¬ 
cipals. 

The new regulations permit 
the principal to order suspen¬ 
sions of up to five days with¬ 
out involving the school 
board.. 

"It i* the intention of the. 
government to give full bacttr 
ing to (eachers and principals 
in establishing order rind a 
healthy learning environment 


in the schools," McGeer said.

New status 
for log road 

A 20-mile section of forest 
road at the north end of Van¬ 
couver Island has been trans¬ 
ferred from the B.C. Forest 
Service to the highways 
ministry. 

The road extends from Port 
Hardy to Nahwitti Lake and 
provides access to timber in 
the Cape Scott region. 

Built by forest service engi¬ 
neers between 1960 and 1963, 
the road has been used more 
by the public in the last four 
or five years than by logging 
trucks. 

It will still be used in a 
limited way by logging trucks 
but now that the road' is ga¬ 
zetted as a public road, they 
will have to conform with 
commercial transportation 
regulations.

Regions mass against Trust changes 


DUNCAN — The CowUchan 
Valley Region Board has 
agreed to join six other region 
districts which are opposed to 
the Islands Trust amendment 
legislation proposed by Mu¬ 
nicipal Affairs Minister Hugh 
Curtis. 

After considering a plan¬ 
ning department report, the 
board unanimously concurred 
that Bill 25 not be adopted as 
it stands and the present sys¬ 
tem of operating the Islands 
Trust remain until there is 
more ipput from region dis¬ 
tricts am^sesidents. 

The board members also 
agreed that regional director 


John Dobell, who represents 
the residents of Thetis Island 
and part of Kuper Island, 
should join a delegation from 
the other districts seeking a 
meeting with Premier Ben¬ 
nett 

The main purpose of toe Is¬ 
lands Trust Amendment Act, 
according to the municipal af¬ 
fairs minister, is to improve 
the planning and land-use re¬ 
gulator process in the Islands 
Trust area. 

It will transfer certain re¬ 
sponsibilities from the seven 
region districts to the Islands 
Trust itself. 

"The new system wifi not 


only eliminate delays and 
frustrations associated with 
an additional approval level, 
it will also confer a positive 
planning role on the trtist and 
the communities it serves," 
Curtis said. 

, The director of planning for 
the Cowichan Valley Region 
District, Ron Smith, said in 
response this week that the 
delays involved in seeking ap¬ 
proval are not necessarily at 
the region district level, but 
rather at the provincial level. 

"It is felt * by the islapd 
trustees that the Cowichan 
Valley Regiort District has un¬ 
dertaken all work well and 


the'handling of matters from 
the region district offices is 
much better than having per¬ 
sonnel in Victoria," he said. 

Smith added that taxes on 
the islands would also rise be¬ 
cause the .region district 
would still be responsible for 
certain services such as issu¬ 
ing building permits and un¬ 
dertaking most of the ad¬ 
ministrative work involved in 
dealing with the public and£ 
handling rezoning hearings.

She urged students to be 
careful to find out exactly 
what certain positions mean, 
and what they are allowed to 
In those positions. 

For instance, she said, 
N.LP. information programs 
were often set up. with people 
employed to gather citizen 
opinions and attitudes on 
various matters. 

"Usually ail you do in this 
position is pass on informa¬ 
tion. You pretend to be re¬ 
ceiving feedback, (but basical¬ 
ly you are juft pushing out in¬ 
formation." 

HOWEVER, SOME real ef¬ 
forts had been made to give 
citizen groups a measure of 
control through delegated 
power. 

"When a delegated board 
has the legal right to spend 
money as it sees fit, that is 
really delegated power," she 
said. "Anything else isn’t." 

There have been rare cases 
where citizen groups have 
gained total control in some 
fields. 

"I can only think of that as 
being achieved through the 
cooperative movement, but 
even that has vestiges of out¬ 
side influences,” she said. 

TEN YEARS ago we 
thought we had the ultimate 
solution — neighborhood au¬ 
tonomy. 

"That was back in the gold¬ 


en age when federal funds 
were flowing massively and 
we thought it was *all just a 
natural part of what democra¬ 
cy was All about." 

Vancouver, she said, hired 
a planning director in 1973 
who had innovative ideas 
about gearing zoning to social 
needs. 

“We haven’t been too 
successful so far," she com¬ 
mented. "If anything council 
has become more and more 
entrenched about protecting 
property interests.’’ 

BUT ATTEMPTS to inject 
rudimentary social health 
standards into land zoning 
were akiri to spitting against 
the wind, according to the al¬ 
derman. 

Usually the best that could 
be managed was a sort of 
tradeoff situation, where de¬ 
velopers were given conces¬ 
sions in the way of an extra 
storey on a building or some 
additional units in return for 
undertakings to put in. for in¬ 
stance, a day-care facility. 

With this .kind of compro¬ 
mise, she feels she has been 
able to make a little progress 
toward social and family 
oriented zoning in Vancouver, 
she said in an interview. Such 
trade-offs should be manda¬ 
tory, she said. 

She was first elected to 
Vancouver city council in Jan¬ 
uary, 1972. 

"It was the wave of the 
reform movement in Van¬ 
couver," she said. "I think I 
was the token woman on the 
slate. 

"Unfortunately, while the 


aldermen who were elected 
were talking reform, their ac¬ 
tions carried on the same old 
traditions." 

BUT SHE WAS not interest¬ 
ed in looking pretty, and 
being a token woman on coun¬ 
cil. 

She entered politics because 
as a social worker she had 
found she had no power to 
bring changes that would 
make life better for people. 

"All I could do was put 
bandadds on the wounds after 
the event. 

"I found that power is the 
control of money, and thought 
+hat as a city alderman I 
would have some of that 
• power." 

She spent the first two 
years on council in utter frus¬ 
tration, butting her head up 
against brick walls, and 
learning hew the s ystem 
worked. 

“Now I think* I know where 
I am at, and know enough not 
to punch out vainly^ any 
more." 

SHE SEES AN urgent need 
for stability in the inner core 
of any city. 

"People have a need and a 
right to continue living where 
they have always lived, and 
to have their children go to 
the schools they once attend¬ 
ed," she said. 

"There is the financial fact 
that if families move out of 
the city you end up with a 
bunoh of empty schools and 
recreation facilities, and some 
other municipal council has to 
grapple with buildings for the 
new population,” she said.

We talked to Allan McKinnon 
and his charming wife, Elizabeth, 
in their Oak Bay apartment, from 
the windows of which one looked 
out over the winding shoreline of 
the bay. Allan’s name, of course, 
is well-known to the people of 
Victoria as he is the Conservative 
Member of Parliament for this 

<i|y. 

Very often we do not know a great deal about 
the personal life of the men who are elected to 
represent us and talking to Allan McKinnon shed a 
new light upon him and his family. 

( He is a fifth generation Canadian, born in 
Canora. Saskatchewan, where s his parents, from 
Kincardine, Bruce County, Ontario, homesteaded in 
1906. The preceding two generations of the McKin¬ 
non family were born in Cape Breton, N.S., but his 
great-great-grandfather came from the Isle of 
Skye, that beautiful and barren region of Scotland 

★ ★ ★ 

The ancestral home of the McKinnons was at 
Castle Moil Kyleakin at Skye, the stronghold of the 
clan. Eventually they lost all their property after 
the Clan Chief was captured at Culloden in 1745 
when Prince Charles Edward was defeated by the 
Duke of Cumberland. 

Last year Allan and Elizabeth visited Skye for 
the first time and Allan jokingly remarks that Moil 
Kyleaskin is probably the only two-room castle in 
existence. 

He attended school in Rokeby, near Yorkton. a 
one-room school with one teacher for eight grades 
and 40 pupils. It was, he says, as if he really took 
grade eight for seven years. His father was on the 
school board of the one-room school and in 1935 ran 
as a Conservative in a rare election in which every 
member of the government was defeated and that, 
he remarks, was his father s one try at politics. 

When the family moved to Kincaid, 
Saskatchewan, where his father had a General 
Motors dealership and garage. Allan attended a 
four-room school and here he obtained his senior 
matriculation. 


At 18 he went east, to Delhi (and he says that 
there they pronounce it DEL-HI) where he worked 
for the Imperial Tobacco Company. He got the job, 
he remarks, because he could play hockey and there 
he played for the Delhi Imperials. 

In 1939. in Regina, he joined the ranks, the 113th 
Battery, Royal Canadian Artillery. At this point in 
his reminiscences we went*back a little in time 
because, he recalled. “I haven’t told you when I 
met Elizabeth! It was when I was 13 and living at 
Kincaid and we were schoolmates. She was a little 
young, but I thought she was nice.’’ 

Four weeks after joining up he went overseas to 
Poland and in 1942 was recommended for a com¬ 
mission. so returned to Canada to train at Gordon 
Head. Victoria. Back in England in 1944 he transfer¬ 
red to the infantry and became a platoon com¬ 
mander in the PPCLI which he joined in Italy, serv¬ 
ing with them until the end of the war. 

The day it ended, May 8, he was with the 
liberating troops that went into Amsterdam and 
two days later he had to round up some 300 
Germans who were on the coast of Holland at 
Noortlwijk, which, incidentally, was the birth place 
of Bill Vander Zalm, as Allan discovered last year 
when talking to him at a function in Centennial 
Square. 

★ ★ ★ 

He was then with the occupation forces at Bad 
Zwichennan. Germany, for a year and he then came 
home to Victoria, in 1946. where his parents were 
now living. He transferred back to the artillery and 
was appointed adjutant at Work Point barracks. 

While in the personnel depot in Vancouver he 
once again met Elizabeth Menzies. who was work¬ 
ing as a secretary and they were married a year 
later in West Point Grey. 
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There were many postings from Work Point 
over the years—to Vancouver, to Shilo, Manitoba, 
to Kingston, Ontario, Oakville, Ottawa and Win¬ 
nipeg, then to Chatham, Ontario and back once 
more to Ottawa.

Manitoba. Ian was in his first year at the University 
of Victoria at the same time his father was in his se¬ 
cond. In the space of three years Allan took two 
years university and taught two years at Sangster 
elementary at Metchosin. In 1968 he was elected to 
the Victoria school board and became chairman 
two years later. 

In 1972 Allan Bruce McKinnon was nominated 
as Conservative candidate and upon winning the 
seat, he says with a laugh, that probably the second 
happiest person on his election was the substitute 
teacher who had been taking his classes. In this 
election he defeated the late David Grqos with a 
majority of 10,500 but throughout the campaign they 
developed a very good relationship which continued 
after the election. 

That year he went to Ottawa to take his seat in 
Parliament. There was a minority government and 
it was an exciting time. There was no surety that 
the government would last a week. He made his 
maiden speech on Jan. 11, 1973, on his birthday, a

Jacob Sehl Came For Gold 
Struck It Rich In Victoria

Rich bedroom sets, beautiful 
sideboards, handsome 
wardrobes, comfortable rocking 
chairs, cosy lounges and sofas, 
and “a thousand and one other 
articles that would make a young 
housekeeper’s eyes sparkle to 
see. r ? 

Such wore sortie of the fine furnishings that 
were on display in Sehls manufactory of houshold 
goods, a century ago. Today Jacob Sehl. pioneer, 
prospector aqd prosperous furniture manufacturer, 
is best remembered for the fire that swept his 
beautiful mateion on Laurel Point, and threatened 
to ignite much of the city. 

With two brothers, Sehl landed in British 
Columbia in 1858. Like thousands of bther^. the 
German adventurers were en route to the Cariboo 
gold fields. When, eventually, Jacob did strike it 
rich, it was in downtown Victoria as owner of one of 
the cityjs lending furniture factories and 
salesrooms. Situated at Government arid Langley, 
his factory and extensive showrooms, where 
hundreds of items of furniture were “invitingly 
spread out” to tempt the eye of Victqrians, became 
a booming concern. 

But a few years before, the Colonist noted in 
1881. “not a chair, table, or bedstead was manufac¬ 
tured in this province. Almost everything used in 
our houses was imported ...” The fact that all Sphl 
products were “made on the spot and chiefly of 
B.C. woods and at prices exceptionally lotr,”‘ac¬ 
cording to the newspaper, accounted for Sehl’s suc¬ 
cess: the temptation to economy-conscious Vic¬ 
torian buyers being “well-nigh irresistible.” 

* * * 

Vancouver Island maple was used extensively 
in the SeW factory, it being “very prettily marked 
and . . . capable of receiving a high polish. Although 
the bird’s eye and curly varieties, so well known in 
the eastern provinces, are not so well defined here, 
yet many pieces of furniture in Mr. Sehl’s es- - 
tablishment would compare most favorably with 
similar articles produced in factories on the other 
side of the mountains where cabinet-makers wood 
is so plentiful and varied. Fir. cottonwood and alder 
are also used. 

“Walnut and mahogany have to be Imported, 
although maple stained in imitation of the former 
makes up charmingly. The supply of maple is 
cliiefly obtained from Comox. Sooke and other 
places along the East Coast, and cottonwood and 
alder from the Fraser. Already Mr Sehl’s 
premises, extensive though they be. are too small 
for .show and store rooms, and adjoining buildings 


are used for packing away lumber and plank to be 
used in the future. ” 

A large kiln alongside the plant s boiler room 
dried all wooods at a temperature of 150 degrees 
fahrenheit, and a 30-horsepower steam plant 
powered the factory’s lathes, band saws, and 
moulding, mitreing and carving equipment: the lat¬ 
ter operation, in the mind of a Colonist reporter, 
being “a perfect marvel.” 

“Carving that formerly required so mush time 
and patience to accomplish is done on this machine 
with mathematical precision and in every variety 
of form. Then there are boring, planing and sand 
papering machines, rip saws, etc. All this 
machinery is kept constantly busy at all sorts of 
work, thus accomplishing more in a given time than 
scores of men could do by the old fashioned plan of

hand labor In the finishing room upholsters are 
busy with their department of the business. Gluing 
varnishing, etc., are carried on in another room by 
means of hot water and steam, no fire being al¬ 
lowed on account of the inflammatory nature of the 
materials used/' • 

In short. Jacob Sehl was the Henry Ford of the 
local furniture trade. 

As of January. 1881. he had 12 skilled artisans 
on the payroll but anticipated having to triple his 
work force to meet increasing business. His 
machinery was said to be of the latest type and 
valued at 13,800. His craftsmen had also turned out 
parlor organ cases on a limited basis, and Sehl was 
able to boast that the only articles of furniture that 
he imported were the “commonest and cheapest 
kind of chairs”; the manufacture of these requiring 
special equipment which was not warranted by cur¬ 
rent demands. 

Before long. Sehl and Co. had overflowed their 
downtown premises, when the enterprising business¬ 
man moved his entire operation to Laurel Point, 
across the harbor. Until this time. Laurel Point had 
not been used for much other than an Indian 
cemetery. Months after, the tiny peninsula was 
transformed by the erection of one of the city’s 
finest and largest mansions which became widely 
known for the “beauty of its outside appearance and 
... the elegance and completeness of its surroun¬ 
dings.” With its terraced gardens, lookout tower 
and balconies overlooking the Inner Harbor, the 
city, as-yet-pastoral James Bay. Juan de Fuca 
Strait and the Olympic Mountains, the C. E. Ap- 
ponyi designed home had cost the princely sum of 
$25,000. Constructed of wood upon foundations of 
stone and brick, the “unique and costly” residence 
also won praise for its lavish interior and grand 
stall 


tah^ase^ 


Three stories high and built of brick. Sehl s fac¬ 
tory was constructed on the seaward side of Laurel 
Point, adjacent to the house. No longer were Sehl s 
busy artisans forced to work in the cramped condi¬ 
tions which they had endured in the Government 
Street plant; the Laurel Point factory having all of 
the latest innovations as well as ample room 

Business continued to prosper. But tragedy was 
in the making for Jacob Sehl and his family. Early 
in January of 1894, the businessman was confined to 
his home with a bad cold For two weeks, he 
remained in his bedroom, beneath the cupola on the 
top floor .On Jan. 15, he felt sufficiently recovered to 
venture outside; only to feel ill again and return to 
his room. That evening, his wife, nephew Leonard 
Maas, and Maas’ wife and baby, who also lived id 
the Laurel Point mansion, visited him in his room 

After some small talk, Maas suddenly noticed 
smoke issuing from a wall register. Shortly before, 
he had gone down to the cellar to stoke the hot-air 
furnace for the night, and all had seemed to be in 
order. 

★ ★ ★ 

Leaping from bed, cold forgotten. Sehl raced 
downstairs. Upon reaching the foot of the elaborate 
stairway, he “found the smoke so thick that I could 
hardly breathe in it. and great clouds were pouring 
from the cellar. I could hear the flames crackling 
beneath. I called to my wife to get out with all 
hands immediately, and they came down, just as 
they were, without getting their hats. 

“I got out somehow, and myself, in mv 
slippers. The smoke was so thick we could not have 
passed through many minutes later, and we were 
very lucky to escape as we did. If it had been a little 
later and we had been in bed. we certainly would 
have been burnt to death. ” 

As it was. he and his family lost everything but 
what they were wearing — “No one carried out 
anything, and no one could have entered the house 
after we left.” 

Immediately. Chief Deasy led his brigades to 
the scene, only to find that they were beaten before 
they began by a brisk wind off the water, the man¬ 
sion’s type of construction, and its isolation on the 
point. 

Despite the obvious futility of the battle, the 
volunteer firemen valiantly attempted to control 
the fire; on’.y to have to yield ground as the flames, 
fanned by the gale, raged higher and higher, until 
they illuminated the southwestern sky “Ft was such 
a windy night.” Mrs. Maria Maas recounted 5(1 
years after, "the flames just ate up the house, and 
they were so high . . . When I am m bed and cannot 
sleep sometimes, I always think of the fire. Ail my

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When our forbears of 1858 were putting up with oil lamps, 
candles and outhouses and had neither central heating nor running 
water, they were conscious of the absence of what we today call 
culture. Most of them were thousands of miles from their homelands 
and longed for something to ease the drabness and, even sor¬ 
didness, of their daily activities in this new wilderness. 

Theatrical Memories 
£ of Early Victoria 


They could not cry on the 
shoulder of a city council, as we 
do today, because there was no 
such body. So, if those forbears 
wanted something 'done about 
something they had to buckle on 
their primitive clothes and, with 
their own hands and ingenuity, 
do it themselves. 


This they did and formed the Victoria Amateur 
and Dramatic Club. Naturally, the hoity-toity group 
raised their eyebrows and branded them as “intel¬ 
lectuals.’ 

They did not attempt to produce plays at the 
outset but did arrange for readings in the large tent 
which they erected on a vacant lot. of which there 
were plenty 

Disaster, in the form of fire, halted their ef¬ 
forts for a time because the tent and its contents 
were destroyed, despite the valiant efforts of 
a gang of miners, who hauled salt water in buckets 
from the harbor and tossed it on the flames. 

Undaunted the club obtained two old bams 
from the remains of Fort Victoria, joined them 
together and had a new theatre It was announced 
that the show Octoroon, would be staged, but. after 
one performance, the new show-place was 
destroyed by fire.' 

★ ★ ★ 

Once again the club sought new quarters and 
ended up with a small building on Government 
Street, next to Bastion, and named it Theatre 
Royal. To cater to the many lovers of the negro 
minstrel shows, then quite popular, but, today, 
among the discards, the club presented several and 
used the basement of Goodacre’s butcher shop, at 
the comer of Johnson and Government, for this 
type of entertainment. 

The club also encountered some difficulty in 
finding women for some parts, and resorted to 
youths, who hadn't shaved, as substitutes. This 
created problems when the males walked along 
Government Street in their makeups and clothes, 
made necessary through lack of dressingrooms at 
the theatres? They were subjected to catcalls and 
lurid comments from the lusty guys who walked the 
streets. 

Performances at the Theatre Royal were often 
rudely interrupted. For instance, a celebrated 
Methodist preacher, chairman of the church in 
England, was visiting here to see how the four new 
preachers sent here “from Canada”, were ad¬ 
justing He accepted an invitation to bulwark the 
spirits of the “intellectuals” and gave readings 
from celebrated authors. He was in the midst of 
reciting Macaulay’s Lays of Ancient Rome, when 
the fire bells rang. Quickly the males fit the 
audience rumbled from the theatre and were not 
quiet about it, some of them even running. 

The preacher. Rev. Morley Puncheon, was an¬ 
noyed over this happening, stopped reading and 
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then displayed his annoyance. Something like this 
simply wasn t “done at Home” and he couldn’t un¬ 
derstand why the ringing of the fire bell should in¬ 
terfere with his reading. 

The preacher was gently taken aside and firmly 
informed of procedure in these parts. The men who 
had hastily departed were members of the fire 
company and if they failed to respond would be 
subject to a fine for non-attendance. Further none 
of the men knew whether or not his own house was 
on fire and wasn’t taking any chances. The explana¬ 
tion pacified the preacher and he resumed his 
reading, to the enjoyment of the women, who had to 
remain until their husbands returned from 
quenching the fire. 

Some of the plays presented by the club were: 
Brides of Garry Owen and Collen Bawn and, at one 
period, it became supremely ambitious and staged 
Shakespeare’s MacBeth. which must have taxed its 
dramatic resources to the limit. 

★ ★ ★ 

This period, however, did produce one of 
theatre s immortals, Abraham Belasco was a 
tobacconist and his son, David, became interested 
in the club s activities and later went to New York 
and became its reigning character. It is interesting 
to note that at this time Jewish people were refer¬ 
red to as Hebrews and all others as Gentiles. 

As Victoria expanded into the 1880s it 
demanded better quarters for its ever growing list 
of dramatic groups, choirs, graduating ceremonies, 
visiting soloists and road companies, and Robert 
Dunsmuir joined the backers of a scheme to build a 
new theatre at the corner of Douglas and View 
Streets. At this time, Douglas was experiencing 
growing pains, which eventually robbed Govern¬ 
ment of its reputation as being the main 
thoroughfare of the city. The Dunsmuirs, who had 
found their fortune in the black diamond mines 
around Nanaimo, were the customary backers of 
most enterprises in Victoria, holding some quite ex¬ 
tensive mortgages. 

A good story revolving around the new Victoria 
Theatre, concerns the meeting of a redoubtable 
Scot Dunsmuir, and a crafty Hebrew. Joe 
Boscowitz. in one of the biggest gambling games of 
this carefree town. 

Dunsmuir had just moved his family from 
Departure Bay to a large new home on Menzies 
Street so he could escape the boat trips from 
Nanaimo. He had been elected to the legislative 
council from Nanaimo and, then, president of that 
body. 

He also had embarked on fulfilling the promise 
he had made to his wife, Joan, prior to leaving 
Ayrshire to work in the Vancouver Island mines for 
the Hudson’s Bay Co. Dunsmuir wished to oversee 
construction of Craigdarroch, the castle he built for 
Joan, which today is our most noted landmark. 
There is a rising demand that it not only remain a 
heritage building but money should be set aside for 
its preservation. 

The main boys here, including Dunsmuir and 
Boseowitz and top merchants, had a fine 
cardroom in the Driard Hotel, then the finest on the 
Pacific Coast. The boys gathered there fre¬ 
quently and the stakes were always high, which 
was one reason no lesser lights crashed the gates 
there. 

Drinking aided in raising the pulses of the 
gamblers and on this night both Dunsmuir and 


Boscowitz had reached the acme of stubborness. 
The other player^ had dropped out of this par¬ 
ticular hand and neither Joe nor Robert would 
call, continuing to raise the stakes. 

Look here Joe. said Robert: “We got to end 
this sometime so I’ll put the Victoria Theatre into 
the pot andsrou match that.” 

If Boscowitz felt any twinge inwardly his in¬ 
scrutable face revealed no trace of it. He looked at 
his cards and contemplated his bet Dunsmuir. who 
had been well fortified with his bottle, watched for 
the slightest tremor on Joe’s part. 

Vel it’s this way Robert” he finally said. 

Guess you got good hand, but I got better. I match 
vour theatre midt my boat, you know, Barbara 
Boscowitz.” 

Boscowitz operated several small steamers on 
the coast, mainly to bring in the valuable furs from 
the Indian settlements, and also to pick up useful 
cash by transporting merchandise and other re¬ 
quirements to the canneries and lumber camps 

The kibitzers were excited over this move and 
when word reached the lobby of the Driard of the 
magnitude of the gamble, the guests climbed the 
stairs to watch the outcome. 

Dunsmuir revealed his cards, a full house, three 
aces and two queens. 

“Vel.” Boscowitz quietly remarked. “I got you 
beat. I got the fourth ace. It tops a royal flush, 10 to 

ace.” 

The two shook hands and next day Dunsmuir con¬ 
veyed the theatre to his friend, whom he admired 
very much. 

I had a secret love for the Victoria Theatre 
because some famous people from the outside 
world gave performances there. We read about 
these people and I was quite attracted to the 
advertisement which announced the coming of 
Anna Held, the goo-goo eyed darling of the Paris 
stage. Her main claim to fame, at least in my 
boyish, innocent eyes, was the fact that she took 
milk baths. It was even stated that she would take 
one on the stage of the Victoria. This I must see, but 
how? While I was disillusioned and learned of the 
disregard of promotors for the truth, she did appear 
in a bathtub, but only her beguiling head showed as 
slje sang a song in French, which, not being 
bilingual. I did not understand, but her eyes and 
hands helped, with the subject matter. 

★ ★ ★ 

My tastes have always been varied and I 
remember attending a performance by Jan 
Kubelik, the Czech violinist, son of a gardener ndar 
Prague and, who, at 12 made his appearance as an 
instrumentalist and became the most renowned 
violinist after the turn of the century. I marveled at 
-his fingering, of his speed of movement and the tone 
of his violin. My only association at this time with 
a violin was my father’s jig-time playing and an 
early attempt by myself to make the strings 
behave, a miserable failure. 

My father enjoyed sports and when I was a kid, 
wrestling, not the acrobatic and comedy stuff they 
screen today, but the real old time battles of skill*. 
Frank Gotch the world’s champion, 
and Hackenschmidt, the Russian Lion, were great 
attractions and. when they visited Victoria, I was 
taken to see them perform, along with White 
Feather, the best of the Indians. In the wings was 
Sandow, the strongest man who ever lived,” and he 
was selling all types of equipment which would

build muscles. These bouts staged in the Victoria 
Theatre, attracted full houses and there were no 
pre-bout meetings between the wrestlers to arrange 
who was to win. 

Another big attraction at the Victoria Theatre, 
which I can recall, was the hypnotist, who came 
frequently, always bearing some strange name. 
The theatre had a large balcony and it was fur¬ 
nished with red velvet and brass rails. There were 
plenty of oddballs who offered themselves as per¬ 
formers and he had them crawling all over the 
theatre, venturing on to the rails and acting like 
monkeys. 

★ ★ ★ 

As time passed the Old Victoria became dowdy 
and there was a clamor for a new theatre Victoria 
was on a mad real estate boom In 1911-12. 
reminding me of tdday’s scramble for a cleanup in 
this business. Everyone was spending freely and. 
even beyond their means, as we are doing today 

We had a very astute Hebrew here at the time. 
Simon Leiser, who owned and operated a large 
building on lower Yates Street and serviced most of 
northern British Columbia with its groceries, liquor 
and other merchandise. He was community-minded 
and could always be counted on to participate in any 
movement to improve Victoria. This resulted in his 
being acclaimed chairman of the committee which 
would provide the new theatre. 

Simon devoted most of waking hours in the 
search for the necessary funds and had architects 
prepare plans for a handsome theatre, not the equal 
of the Paris Opera House but the best one on the 
Pacific Coast, and its stage would eclipse the one in 
San Francisco, hailed as “really something." 

Simon fixed his eyes upon the group of 
Americans, who had arrived shortly before the 
drive to take over some of our timber resources. 
These included the Moores from the mid-west who 
bought the Sayward Mill and the Cameron brothers. 
J. 0. and D. 0. and established the Cameron 
Lumber Co., who came from New Mexico. When 
Simon had sufficient money to satisfy his Hebrew 
instincts, the contract was let and Victorians 
watched with pride as each pressed brick was set 
and the interior, with its plaster images and 
lighting fixtures and posh boxes were installed, and 
the huge velvet curtain hung. 

Then Simon announced the “New Vic" would be 
known as the Royal Victoria Theatre and would be 
officially opened on the night of Dec. 29, 1913, and 
that the famed New York actor, Otis Skinner, would 
present the play Kismet, with all its oriental stag¬ 
ing. 

That was a night a few oldtimers. including 
myself, can recall with satisfaction It was one of 
the biggest ^nd best nights Victoria had known Our 
demand for culture would now be satisfied with ap¬ 
pearances of noted stage personlities. 

if it if 

In those days we went to the theatre in evening 
dress and there was an air of elegance. Better still 
we knew everybody, not like today, when I 
sometimes feel like I’m in a foreign land. Sure, 
there was an air of snobbishness, but, just the 
same, it was nice. There was no crunching of pop¬ 
corn, sucking of soft drinks and cuddling wasn't 
vogue. 

Today, when I pass what is now “The Old 
Royal” which some newcomers want to knock down 
because the dressingrooms are drab, the plumbing 
needs correcting and the seat s are somewhat worn. 
I offer up a thankyou that the building was there in 
my time and satisfied a longing for some culture, if 
not ultra-culture with the affected accent. 

Not long after the opening the Quinland Opera 
Company arrived in town to recoup some of its los¬ 
ses sustained during a tour of Australia. We were 
fortunate in those days in having the boats from the 
Antipodes, as well as from San Francisco, and 
Orient, call here. One great benefit of this was the 
appearance of England’s great contralto, Clara 
Butt. No matter how varied her program the per¬ 
formance never ended, without the audience 
demanding she sing Abide With Me. No one could 
sing that hymn like she could. 

The Quinland Company, with full orchestra, in¬ 
troduced Victorians to The Tales of Hoffman and 
several other operas before finally capitulating to 
financial woes. 

The D’Oly Carte Opera Company presented 
several of their special shows and Gilbert and Sul¬ 
livan companies came from England to titilate the 
audiences, while Sir John Martin Harvey stirred 
their fondness for heavy drama. 

TTie Barrymores. John and Ethel, and George 
Drew played there and the Divine Sarah, 
Berndhart, the favorite French tragedienne, played 


Camille before the First World War She died in 
1923. 

I recall, with merriment, the many farewell ap¬ 
pearances the crafty Scot, Sir Harry Lauder made 
It seems every other year he bounced on to the 
stage, with his kilt and corkscrew walking stick, 
usually ending up with Keep Right on to the End of 
the Road ... it was a very long road and Harry col¬ 
lected plenty for his old age. 

Some of the world leading violinists. Menuhin. 
Elman, Kriesler, Zimbalist and Szegeti gave con¬ 
certs here. I always remember one of Elman’s 
visits which our music critic, George Dyke, 
presented to an almost empty* house. 

After the performance Elman took George out 
for a cup of coffee, and said: “Here George. Here’s 
a box of cigars.” That ended George’s efforts to 
give Victorians more culture; it cost too much 

Pianists favored us. They included Ignace 
Paderewski. Rubinstein. Godowsky. as well as 
piano teams 

★ ir ★ 

Most of the well-known comedians, at the time 
on their way up to stardom, played the Victoria, in¬ 
cluding Bob Hope, A1 Jolson, Will Rogers, Bing 
Crosby, Fred Allen and Olsen and Johnson. 

One of the most popular opera singers to appear 
was Amelita Galli-Curci, along with Rose Bampton. 
and Mat Zeneau. Among the men were James 
Melton, Laurence Tibbett and John Charles 
Thomas. 

The elongated comedian Charlotte Greenwood 
pranced across the stage in contrast to the pride of 
Russia’s great ballerina Anna Pavlova. England's 
naughty comedian Marie Lloyd raised .eyebrows 
several times. 

Roald Amundsen, the Norwegian explorer, told 
his story in picture and words, of his flight over the 
North Pole, in 1926 m the airship Italia Norge, not 


long before he gave his life in searching for the lost 
Italian explorer. Nobile, who crashed in the Arctic 
in his airship Italia in 1928. 

Some of the New York road companies which 
played at the Victoria were: George White Scan¬ 
dals. Peg of My Heart, Blossom Time and Chu Chin 
Chow 


Must not overlook the night when Pauline 
Johnson, our great Indian poetess, gave a brilliant 
reading of the poems which had won her an eminent 
position among the writers of Canada. I visited her 
in her dressing room before she went on stage and it 
was evident that she was neanng the end of her 
career. She was dressed in an attractive Indian 
costume, with head feathers and a necklace of 
bear’s claws. She had on heavy makeup and was on 
the stout side and it may have been some time since 
she was in a canoe. Not long after she died of cancer 
in Vancouver and her ashes were scattered off 
Siwash Rock at entrance to Vancouver harbor 
After the Second World War the cost of bring¬ 
ing top flight entertainers on transcontinental tour 
became prohibitive and the Royal was taken over 
by moving picture interests and the rental became 
high, amateur theatricals dropping out of the pic¬ 
ture. leaving the Victoria Symphony as the best 
client. 

Before adding a farewell to the road shows I 
might mention the ruckus which followed the first 
performance of Blossom Time oy a New York com¬ 
pany. The war was on and it was difficult to secure 
first-class talent. I sent a woman critic to cover the 
show and to our dismay she got a criticism into the

The smoking can take from 24 hours to one week and the old Indian way of 
preserving the salmon requires the fish to be cut into thin filets and smoked until it 
is completely dehydrated 

In the winter it is soaked for a few days and then cooked 
Before smoking, the filets are either saited or brushed over with molasses 
The alderwood used in the fire gives a distinctive taste to the fish. 

A good fire barbecues both sides of salmon in about 30 minutes 
Most of the smoked or barbecued fish is canned or stored in the freezer 
The cutting is done with a Chwadlayou” a special knife made from an old 
sawblade Mrs Alfred still uses the one made for her mother Except the bones 
everything of salmon is used. Fishhead and eggs make a delicious soup. 

In the olden days fish for smoking was caught up the rivers after they had 
spawned and had lost a great part of their grease

ALERT BAY — The art of smoking salmon is one that has been handed down 
trom mother to daughter among the Nimpkish Indians of this northern B.C. 
Coastal town. 

Today not too many of the younger Indians are bothering to learn the old 
wav of preparing the tasty delicacy, but they are quick to be on hand when it 
conies to sample it. 


Mrs. Ethel Alfred, originally from Mamalili-Kulla (Village Island) married 
into the Nimpkish tribe, and as a child went with heir mother up the rivers by 
canoe during the salmon runs and helped with the smoking of the catch 

She spent a few months every year in fishing camps on the Nimpkish River 
and on Vinea Sound 

The smoked fish was one of the main foods of the west coast Indians at that 
time, and Mrs. Alfred remembers a huge tidal wave and has many other in¬ 
teresting stories to tell of the old times.

Meets

The thin pilot and his two, 
not-so-thin passengers, crowded 
the tiny McCulley Aviation float 
plane as we took off west from 
Tofino. Spray briefly obscured 
the windscreen and windows as 
we raced across the smooth 
waters of Deadman Passage. 

As we gained altitude the ever changing, never 
changing panorama of islands, estuaries, inlets, 
bays, coves, sounds, channels, passages unrolled 
below ... a topographical tapestry. 

I was still trying to orient myself, trying to 
relate the waters and land below to the well-studied 
Chart 3640 as we crossed Vargas Island and the pilot 
began his descent toward Marktosis. 

The McNeil peninsula on the southeast corner 
of Flores Island is in outline a three-mile-long 
miniature of the Saanich Peninsula. Marktosis Vil¬ 
lage lies astride this peninsula at it’s narrowest 
point open to the Millar Channel on the east, and 
facing the sheltered Matilda Inlet to the west. 
Across the inlet, no more than half a mile wide, is 
the larger Indian village of Ahousat. 

A red painted government wharf and float. 66 
small houses, 30 fishing boats. 550 native people, 
this is MarktoSIs.

And there were dogs, many dogs. Dogs of 
strong individuality but somehow showing a strain 
of ancestry common to all who are confined to an 
island life. This whole canine population was called 
to sudden meeting of the canine legislature and 
shared with excited satisfaction as the PM, fangs 
bared, shouldered the opposition leader into snarl¬ 
ing submission against the foundations of the coun¬ 
cil chamber

David Franks has been building dugout canoes 
for many of his 80 years. Intervals in the lumber 
camps, in the army, as a fisherman intervened, but 
when he was through with such necessary duties, 
there were always more canoes to be built.

The tool he was using fascinated me. Func¬ 
tional but not quite like any of the tools so enticing¬ 
ly displayed in the hardware stores. A simple, 
curved piece of steel, kept razor sharp by frequent 
.tpplications to the oilstone. Handles of wood, rub¬ 
ber taped to add comfort and a firm grip. 

He laughed at my interest: “Made it myself, 
from the spring jaw of a fox trap.” 

Seeing my interest, he picked up his other tool 
A hand adze. A simple hard wood block notched and 
fitted with a single flat-headed bolt to a leaf froifi an 
auto spring. Again, the razor sharp edge was a 
pleasure te feel. David Franks’ oilstone got plenty 
of use. 

★ ★ ★ 

He let me try the two tools. Showed me how a 
simple lift of the handles controlled the depth of the 
drawknife’s cut. How a regular series of small chip¬ 
ping strokes of the hand adze accomplished a con¬ 
trolled shaping cut without splitting. 

He used to make all his canoes of white cedar 
but he can’t get that now. Only red cedar . . . from 
the logs that come ashore on the beach. 

There was a roughed out canoe nearby where he 
was teaching his grandsons how to build canoes of 
their own. There was a small, one-child canoe only 
eight feet long. There was a great eight-man sealing 
canoe with its notched spear rest in the prow. There 
were two masts and eight sturdy, pointed paddles 
which could be used for fending off rocks or as 
weapons. 

As a boy, David had gone 40 or 30 miles to sea 
on sealing expeditions in such a canoe. If the canoe

MARKOVICH 


Artist With A Future 


Geoffrey Markovich is an ar¬ 
tist, and if you were to ask him 
where he got his art training, he 
would probably tell you that he 
learned his work in the school of 
hard knocks. That's a school that 
most of us might wish to avoid, 
but then most of us aren't of the 
calibre of Markovich. 


This artist is a young man. Hp has, in fact, late¬ 
ly celebrated his 30th birthday Yet already he is a 
force to be reckoned with in the art world, and ob¬ 
viously likely to go much further before he has 
done. 

Bom on an Alberta farm near Lethbridge, the 
nearest town to the Markovich family was a huddle 
of houses known as Diamond City As he says now 
the only diamonds arouno that place were to be 
found on playing cards This sounds, perhaps a little 
cynical, but withai truthful. 

Markovich comes of Hungarian stock As he 
says, his people are farmers : and hard-working 
ones at that. Work — steady hard work — was and is 
a way of life for them ana perhaps this is where 
this young mart gets his tremendous energy and 
drive. 

Like most farm boys Markovich knew early 
what it was to work hard on the farm, though his 
early school days were spent in the little four-room 
school in Diamond City Not for too many years, 
however, for though his folk worked hard, they 
were not able to keep! that farm and when he was 
10. the family moved oui oi Alberta and came to 
Nanaimo on Vancouvei island where his father 
worked for some years in construction before mov¬ 
ing down to start tarming again on the Saanich 
Peninsula. 

Geoff was in Grade 6 when he made the deci¬ 
sion that whatever nappeneo ne would one day be an 
artist. That decision nai never changed and now one 
may say that he is noi jinn an artist, but a very suc¬ 
cessful one into tht eargain. 


That hard, farming background has had a very 
important impact on Markovich’s artistic 
endeavor. For one thing, it early taught him the 
value of concentrated and regular hard work. For 
another and even more important reason, he is 
very nostalgic for those boyhood farming and 
country scenes, and one look at his current work 
will leave one in no doubt that even though he now 
lives in the city, his heart is in the country and in all 
country things Indeed to look at just one of his pic¬ 
tures is to know that here is a man who is capable of 
getting right deep down to the very basics of life, 
and having done that, he is more than able to 
portray what he sees with love. « 

Markovich’s mediums are water-colors, 
acrylics and his ever-present pencil. I said earlier 
that this young man likes to say that he learned his 
craft in the school of hard knocks. That is by no 
means a cry of self pity. He merely means that he 
fostered his talent the hard way, and is none the 
worse for that. 

it it it 
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Any artistic teaching he has had came to him 
from his art teacher in school and it is very 
probable that during the course of his school life he 
certainly learned how to use a pencil to the best ad¬ 
vantage. As he says now in order to paint satisfac¬ 
torily one must first learn now to use a pencil. He 
certainly has a way with a pencil and some of his 
work in this medium — even to the depiction of his 
neighbor's logging boots — are strong in ability and 
feeling. 

I have heard it said that this man is an impres¬ 
sionist. I don’t entirely agree with this, since his 
work is intensely realist in nature even though the 
subtle use of color may give the feeling of impres¬ 
sionism. One thing which stands out a mile is his 
use of perspective which gives greht depth to all his 
work Somehow, I get the feeling that this 
knowledge of perspective is probably, to a certain 
extent, inborn in him. This is always possible and 
when an artist has it, his work takes on a dimension 
ail its own. 

By the time Markovich had finished grade 11, 
he felt that he would be wasting time if he stayed 
any longer in school. Ht nao to get on with the 
business of living and painting He says now that he 
has been painting steadih ot the past 17 years, and 
when one remembers tha nc is now only 30, this 
means that he has certain<v spent the greater part 
of his life with pencil aiK jrusn. 


However, it has never been possible for him to 
concentrate entirely on his art until just recently. 
Indeed, one has to earn one’s living and on leaving 
school that is just what he proceeded to do. Right 
away, he started working for Safeway As he says, 
the money was good, and he had to earn while 
spending every available moment painting in his 
spare time. 

To a certain .extent Safeway was, I think, good 
for Markovich—just as he was good to Safeway. 
From the time he left school until he was 22, he con¬ 
tinued to work for the firm, and by the end of that 
time, he had risen to the position of assistant 
manager in a Prince Rupert branch One might 
think that becoming an assistant manger at the ripe 
old age of 22 was no mean feat, but for Markovich it 
was a dead end, and though he was already married 
at the time, he just bade the firm goodbye, packed 
up the old car, and took off with his wife for new 
pastures. 

The new pastures, weren’t exactly new since he 
returned to Nanaimo. His idea was to spend much 
more time on his painting, but just tne same he was 
still not earning anything like enough from it to 
make a living for his wife and child Thus, for the 
next five or six years, any job was grabbed in order 
to bring in money 

So it was that over those years Markovich did 
anything and everything so long as u was honest 
work. He toiled in grocery stores sold office equip¬ 
ment, and did janitorial work As he says now 
Many's the time that pushing a broom and cleaning 
windows has kept the wolf from the door.” It was 
all, he feels, a form of buying time in order to train 
in his chosen field of art. 

Around 1971, a move was made from Nanaimo 
to Victoria, with Markovich still working hard and 
still painting. Eventually a little more than a year 
ago, Geoffrey Markovich became a full-time artist, 
earning enough from the sale ot his work to keep 
himself and his family. He has he tells me, oc¬ 
casionally taken a certain number of students, but 
now finds he is too busy to permit mis. However, 
from time to time he does go ana talk to schools in 
the area at the request of art teachers His work 
nowadays sells not only in Victoria out also in Van¬ 
couver and as far east as Montreal 

Markovich is an articulate youn* man and loves 
to talk about his work. To him, hi* teputation as an 
artist is all-important. “My work must be 
reputable,” he says. “One has an obligation to 
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society and that Is to give the very best of which one 
is capable. ” One thing that worries him not a little 
is the fact that nowadays so many youngsters sit 
around waiting for handouts, and if things don’t go 
quite right for them, then they are only too ready to 
wail to the media about how tough things are for 
them. Markovich thinks it is not at all a bad thing to 
have to experience a little toughness in life. For 
him, it’s akin to tempering fine steel in the fire. 
One comes out the better for it. 

The subject matter of this man’s work varies, 
but in all his pictures there is^a great sense of 
beauty and a basic feeling for the land. 

In many of his pictures the colors are soft and 
to a certain extent muted. Yet to look at any of 
them is to give one-the feeling of being right there— 
a part of the scene he is depicting. 

That crooked half-open door in the old deserted 
farmhouse seems to be standing ajar so that one 
may push it further open and go in. The bam

standing on the cold snowy hillside is desolation 
itself. Markovich feels that he is very much a 
product of the environment which created him, and 
it is likely that the old prairie buildings and scenes 
will continually call to him. They are what he knows 
best and he will always return to them 

Not all his work are prairie scenes, however. 
He has a good touch with portraits as well—whether 
it be painting his little son playing with a cat. or 
whether it be a pencil sketch of his mother—or a 
neighbor standing in his bam door To everything 
he paints he brings a sense of nostalgia and love for 
the country scenes of his youth. 

He is as able to bring life to a bucket of clams 
as to a rusted old iron pump in a clump of rough 
sedge grass. And though his home and his studio are 
now in Victoria, he continues to make regular field 
trips to other parts of the country to refresh his 
memory of things past. 


But His Heart 
is in 

the Country 


Interestingly enough, this young marus not only 
articulate in his painting, but he is also blessed with 
a great feeling for words. He frequently takes color 
photos of finished pictures and these photos are 
kept in an album together with his thoughts about 
the subject painted. Thus we see a depiction of an 
old Ford car, a tin lizzie, in a broken down bam—a 
picture he painted in 1974. Under the picture is writ-. 
ten: “She has carried men of ambition, women of 
beauty, and laughing children. The thin sturdy 
wheels have bumped over rocks, potholes, and 
through thick mud. Her destindtioos have been pic¬ 
nic, wedding, the neighbors, and funerals. The 
people are gone, the roads are now smooth, and the 
many destinations are forgotten. Dust envelops the 
rusted body, and the putting engine is silent.'' 

The work of Markovich is strong. His pictures 
are of the stuff of everyday life portrayed with lov¬ 
ing compassion. ThiB young man appears to be as 
able to capture the scene in a few words as he is to 
imprison it in a strong clean strokes of the brush. 

It would not be at all surprising to hear that at a 
later date he has brought out a book of paintings 
together with matching thoughts. 

Meanwhile, his In-studio Bi-annual Exhibition 
is upcoming, and will be held at his studio on Satur¬ 
day, April 2, from 19 a.m. to 10 p.m. This affair is 
by invitation only, but such invitations may be ob¬ 
tained by phoning his agent, Don Thome, at 385- 
0121. 

It will be interesting to see what the future 
holds for this young man of promise That he has 
great ability is very obvious, and the fact that he 
also has the ability for long and concentrated work 
is a factor which is likely to stand him in good 
stead. I think it is quite possible that we have here a 
young artist who will make a wide name for himself 
in his nostalgic portrayal of the Canadian farming 
countryside. All power to him!

PERLAS ART 


... is making jewelry 


Jewelry making is 
probably mysterious to a 
lot of us, but it is com¬ 
monly practised as a 
craft. 

During the revival of handcrafts in 
the 1950s and 1960s craftsmen began 
restoring originality of design to the 
ancient art that has been lost to com- 
merciality for over a century. 

Manufacturers lay claim to “uni¬ 
queness,* and “exquisiteness.” in 
costuhne jewelry, but underlying their 
claim is always the need to create a 
fad. Exploitation of ethnic designs 
often occurs and. for example, sud¬ 
denly in New York or Paris an exotic 
South American jewelry will be “in.** 
Or it may be styles from Trinidad or 
Africa. 

★ ★ ★ 

The fact that an item is produced 
in great numbers takes away from 
whatever uniqueness it may have had 
in the first place. It is true that highly 
skilled handcraftsmen design jewelry 
before it is mass produced, but they 
cannot use their own creativity as 
freely as an independent artist. 

Jewelry craftsmen, like.individual 
potters and woodcarvers, are 
creating distinctive work that keeps 
giving new dimension to their craft. 
Perla Shapiro, a jewelry artist, work- 
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ing out of her studio-apartment in Vic¬ 
toria. concentrates on custom jewelry 
and savs: t “I like to get to know the 
people who will be wearing my 
jewelry.'* 

Customers can decide upon a 
design for their own special reasons 
and enjoy wearing a ring, a necklace, 
or bracelet that they have had a part 
in making. A customer’s interests can 
often be the area from which a design 
can be chosen 

Perla made a pair of Harley 


proach in her art and scorns repeti¬ 
tion. For custom work as in the case 
of club rings she will make whatever 
number is required but said she 
wouldn't want to make more than 10 
of any of her own designs. “I want 
every piece different and distinc¬ 
tive,” she said. 

The first part of Perla s work is 
done in wax. 

Perla uses dental wax and if it’s 
the hard type she makes the desired 
form by carving it. If it is the sheet

Some of her latest customer re¬ 
quests have been for a ring with the 
astrological sign of a scorpio. a pen¬ 
dant with a mermaid draped on a 
stone, and a pearl — found in an 
oyster someone was eating — 
mounted on a ring with bubbles of 
r water and tiny waves. 

The ocean is a main source of in¬ 
spiration for Perla’s own designs too 
and she tikes to put the texture of the 
ocean into her jewelry. Small figures 
of people are another favorite sub¬ 
ject At the time of our discussion.. 
Perla was beginning work on a pair of 
matching wedding rings. 

Perla likes the one-of-a-kind ap 


wax in thin layers Perla heats it to 
make it pliable and then molds it by 
hand. 

A bunsen burner or alcohol lamp is 
commonly used but Perla /has found 
methyl hydrate a better heat source 
because it leaves no carbon residue on 
the wax. Every last detail of the 
design must be formed in wax before 
the jewelry can be cast in metal. 

★ ★ ★ 

A very delicate touch is essential 
for the minute detail needed for 
designing a ring. The work is done on 
such a small scale that there is no 
room for error that would throw the 
design out of balance. The wax form¬ 
ing stage is very demanding because 


of the rapidity with which wax 
hardens when the heat is taken away. 

After Perla has formed the design 
in wax the next step is “investing 
This means that an investment of 
mold is made from the wax model 

The model is placed on a metal 
sprue-base" and an open-ended flask 
is put over it. A heat-resistant plaster 
is poured in and allowed to harden 
The plaster must be able to withstand 
the temperature of molten gold which 
varies with its purity but is in the 
range of more than 1800 degrees F. 

★ ★ ★ 

There is a lump or “sprue* in the 
centre of the metal base which the 
wax model is perched on. This keeps 
the plaster away from a small portion 
of the design and leaves a “sprue- 
opening" in the mold. 

Having made her plaster mold. 
Perla is ready for casting the jewelry. 
Because of the extremely high 
temperatures involved and the exact 
timing needed this work can be dif¬ 
ficult for beginners Perla is well ex 
perienced and will do casting for 
other craftsmen who are not ready or 
don t wish to cast their own. 

Perla uses the centrifugal casting 
method and obtained her centrifuge 
from a dental Laboratory as well as a 
lot of her tools since dental equipment 
is ideal for the jeweler’s art. Dental 
tools such as scalpels, probes, picks 
and tweezers are used by artist 
jewelery. Perla prefers an X-acto 
knife for her wax carving.

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Do you know of a fisherman who would put a T- 
bone steak on a fish stripge^ and throw it over the 
side of his boat to hang in the water all day? Not 
likely. But that’s just what many anglers do to the 
fish they catch, and then they expect the meat to 
have a good flavor when it’s eaten. 

Fist, should be treated just like any other meat; 
it must be clean, cool and fresh in order to taste 
good. And the only way this can be assured is to 
clean your catch as soon as possiblf. 

Stringers, wire baskets, even live wells built into 
boats, should be used to hold fish only until they can 
be properly cleaned and put on ice. 

A useful item aboard far boat is a home-made 
fish-cleaning board. Constructed of white pine, it 
simplifies cleaning and makes it easy to get their 
catch on ice immediately after it is taken off the 
hook. 

To make your own fish-cleaning board, cut an i8- 
inch-length of 1x6 white pine. Sand the edges to 
remove splinters and treat the board with several 
coats of marine varnish. Mount a three-inch-wide, 
spring-loaded, metal paper clip at one end of the 
board so that it will hold a fish flat on the surface. 
An aluminum dip is best, as it won t rust. 

Now you have a solid platform fot cleaning fish 
in your boat as they are caught. Put the fish’s tail in 
the clip, rest the board on a gunwale, and you can 
remove the scales and clean the body cavity with 
just a few short strokes of your knife. The head and 
entrails can be placed in a garbage bag, or go over¬ 
board to be used as food by turtles and other fish.

The centrifugal casting machine 
consists of a rotating arm either spr¬ 
ing driven or with an electric motor. 
Craftsmen usually use the spring- 
driven type. 

At one end of the arm the flask 
containing the investment is attached 
with a crucible in front of the ‘sprue- 
opening.” At the other end of the 
rotating arm there are weights to 
create a perfect balance. 


The metal is heated in the crucible 
with a gas torch and as soon as 
melting is reached a triggering device 
sets the arm in motion. The very 
great centrifugal force which 
develops drives the*metal into the 
“investment.” 

Removing the investment is easy, 
it just takes soaking water to break 
the plaster away. The cast jewelry 
will have rough edges and probably be 


coated with oxides and maybe some 
particles of glazed investment. 

Pickling solutions like sulphuric 
muriatic, and hydrofluoric acids are 
used to remove oxides. Silver is es¬ 
pecially subject to oxidation from the 
heat and is black when it comes out of 
the mold. 

There are several specially 
designed craft machines used for 
cleaning and polishing. However,

The drill is equipped with suitable 
bits, abrasive wheels and finishing 
heads, and Perla will verify that skill 
is required not to remove any of the 
fine details of the design. A skill like 
Peria’s takes a steady hand and prac¬ 
tice but day by day she is making her 
mark in a traditionally venerable art 
that is found in all societies.

wedding presents were in big cases in the house, 
and they all went, too.” 

As thousands of Victorians gathered to watch 
the drama, Chief Deasy focused the efforts of his 
men on the factory, drying sheds, stables and 
wharves which were adjacent to the dying mansion 
and in immediate danger of being ignited. Up until 
this time, their only ally was the fact that the fac¬ 
tory was of brick, the shed roofs of tin. Due to the 
unbearable heat, the firemen had to errect a tem¬ 
porary shelter of planking for the men at work with 
the hoses. Despite their efforts, the walls of the dry¬ 
ing sheds began to steam, when they increased the 
amount of water directed at the new trouble spot 
As the mansion — "three stories of well-seasoned 
wood, dry as tinder” — blazed^ver brighter, thou¬ 
sands of sparks and cinders were carried across the 


harbor by the gale-force winds and threatened to ig¬ 
nite new fires among the wooden buildings situated 
between Government and Quadra. 

Throughout the battle, Deasy’s men had been 
aided by Sehl’s employees, who, under his direc¬ 
tion, moved piles of lumber out of the fire’s reach. 
They also saved the "splendid” new fittings which 
had just been completed for the new Bank of Nova 
Scotia building. 

‘‘For more than an hour,” reported the 
Colonist, "the firemen stood the roast before it 
became apparent that their efforts were to be 
crowned with success, and then the walls (of the 
house) one after another, crumbled and fell; so did 
the cupola, which stood almost until the last, and by 
10 o’clock all danger was over, and the crowd of 
thousands who had been attracted by the brilliant il-

lumination had lighted the whole city ... had 
dwindled down to a few hundreds.” 

Not until the situation was firmly under control 
did an exhausted Jacob Sehl (wearing a pair of 
boots loaned him by an employee) join his family in 
the Driard Hotel. Six months later, Mrs. Sehl was 
dead at the age of 47; victim, it was said, of grief 
for her beautiful home and all of her worldly 
treasures. 

Jacob survived the shock and continued to 
prosper in the furniture business. By the turn of the 
century, he was said to be the most successful fur¬ 
niture manufacturer north of San Francisco On a 
hot day in the spring of 1904, he complained of not 
feeling well and sat down to rest. Moments later, 
Jacdb Sehl, pioneer, prospector and prominent Vic¬ 
torian, was gone.

When he was a boy Tara’s father had con¬ 
structed a sideboard which was left at the family 
home in England when he and his wife adventured 
to Canada. At the time Teddy was won, the Dentons 
had just bought a new house in North Bay, Ontario, 
where Mr. Denton, a civil engineer, was employed 
Mr Denton senior thought it would be nice for the 
young people to have something 0oim “home.” so 
he crated up the sideboard to send, and in it Teddy 
travelled safely to a new life in Canada.
